| Summary of Helos from the Far East. 


JAPAN. : 
YOKOHAMA. : 

From this port the mail delivered this morning béings dates 
to October 1. The outward mails of Aug. 10 had not 
arrived out, but the Great Republic had brought London tele- 
grams to the 2nd September. The following items of news are 
from the Japan Ttmes :— 

The Admiral has left for China in the Salamis. The Per- 
seus, which left for Hakodadi on September 3rd to look after 
the missing Singapore, has not yet been heard of. . 

The Ministers are all in Yedo or Yokohama at present. We 
have the pleasure to announce the accession of another Power 
to the number of the Shiogoon’s allies by the ratification of the 
treaty between Belgium and Japan. This ceremony took place 
at Yedo on the 10th inst. at the residence of H.E.M. T’kint 
von Roedenbeck, the Belgian Minister. There is no doubt in 
this country a market for many of the productions of Belgian 
industry ; and, united as is Belgium with England by the ties of 
kindred institutions, kindred aspirations, and a common danger, 
against which both countries have raised the same shield—that 
of our noble Volunteer force—we cannot but wish Belgium and 
Belgians well in the career of commerce in the Far East which 
has just been inaugurated for them by the occurrence which we 
chronicle. ; | 

Mr. Seare has left for Osaca to organise the Japanese Custom- 
house and bonded warehouses in readiness for] our advent in 
1868. Weare anxiously expecting letters from him, the in- 
formation in which cannot fail to be deeply interesting to our 
readers, 

Sir Edmund Hornby has left Yokohama on his return to 
Shanghai. We hope he will take seriously into consideration 
the possibility of establishing here a branch of his own court. 
The difficulty to be overcome is the unwillingness of the Home 
Government to incur the necessary large expense, but it must 
not be forgotten that the importance of the Japan trade is in- 
creasing every year, and we have as just a claim as Shanghai on 
the public purse of Great Britain for such a privilege. _

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The last fortuight has been one of almost incessant rain, 
which has quite made up for the lack of moisture of which we 
have had to complain before. The crops look well, but we our- 
selves have suffered the utmost discomfort from the state of our 
streets, some of which returned during the wet weather to their 
normal condition, that of swamps. The columns of the local 
Jupiter and Saturn have of course been filled with complaints 
of the condition of the roads and of the helplessness of the 
Municipal Council. How any member of that august body can 
retain office, and allow himself to bs called a Municipal Coun- 
cillor, in presence of our visitors from the well-governed capital 
of California, whose remarks, as they have floundered .through 
the strips of ploughed land we call streets, have been the re- 
verse of complimentary, utterly passes our comprehension. 

We must not omit to record the establishinent of a branch 
of the French bank, the Comptoir d’Escompte, which has 
recently opened its doors in Yokohama for the transaction of 
business, ‘This bank has always been well conducted in China, 
and has beeu found of great service, not only to French mer- 
chants, but also to those of other nations. It will doubtless be 
received here with the same confidence it has met with else- 
where. We wish it equal success. 

One of Prince Kanga’s officers has arrived here en rouée for 
England, where he is destined for a three-year educational 
sojourn. 

The principal event exciting attention in military circles is a 
court-martial now being held on Captain R. Hodson, RA. 
There are three charges against him—the first of drunkenness, 
the second and third of disobedience to orders and absence 
without leave from parade. The case has already occupied 
nearly a week and the firat charge is not yet disposed of. 
Under these circumstances we shall hold ourselves exoused from 
saying more about the case at present. 

The final examination of the bankrupts Alexander McKech- 
nie and Juhn Reddie Black took place on the 12th ult. The 
Japan Herald, put in such peril, first by Black and afterwards 
by the official assignee, has been rescued, and is now being 
carried on by the late Mr. Hansard’s sou-io-law, for the benefit 
of the orphan children. We very heartily wish him well through 
the difficulties which at present beset bim. 

We give extracts from Judge Horuby’s decisions in these 
two important cases, of McKechnie’s case his lordship said :— 

“ With reference to the bankrupt's discharge, I have to remark that it 
’ js impossibie for any court of justice to sanction trading of the descnption 
which appears to have been carried on by him. In the first place he began 
without any capital whatever, and on mothing mure than a mere promise 
of support from Hansard and Black, with no written undertaking, agree- 
ment, or engayement to that effect whatever. Then, it appears, the 
business turned out a failure—why, is not clearly shown, whether from 
ignorance of business generally, from buying bad, selling at unprofitable 

rices or other causes. At all events, it failed. A meeting of the 
nkrupts’ creditors was then called, at which he was not present, 
and of the proceedings at which he knows nothing more than Mr. 
Black chose to tell him. His own letter, writen in June, 1867, says that 
he was bound to carry out certain arrangements made at this meeting (of 
July, 1866). and yet of these arrangements it appears the bankrupt knew 
nothing whatever excep! from Black. Since that meeting he had been 
acting, he said, vader Black’s instructions, getting goods wherever he 
could, and selling them off at once by retail and at auction, generally 
making a large !uss and occasionally a small profit. Now the law of bank- 
Fuptcy is at present in a most unsatisfactory siaie —in a state of transition, 
It bas no power whatever to punish such commercial immorality as this, and 
what therefore can be done? The withholding of a certificate from a 
bankrupt mu-t.be done in such cases. At the aame time, in the present 
case there are two points in extenuation to be considered —the bankrupt’s 
blind faith in Blick, and the facilities afforded to him of getting goods. 
Undoubiedly his creditors will suffer considerably. Thereture —aithough the 
punishment is very inadequate, in fact no punishment at all—the Court 
tuspends the bankiupt’s discharge for the space of one year, with protection 
meanwhile.” 

In the nest case, that cf Black, his Lordship said,— 

“In this case, which is a sad one, a very sad one, and one most diffi- 
cult to comprehend—unless the bankrupt has been acting in a way which 
I should be surry to think he had—he appears to have been admitted a 
onan to a youd business without any capital whatever. In that business 

e was to have no interest for three years, nor any interest in the plant ; 
and yet, having no interest in his partner's business, he goes and backs the 
bills of people wih whose business he had nothing to do, of whom he 
knows bardly anything. He becomes security for enormous amounts for 
McKechnie, puts his partner's name on the back of biils for these amounts, 
and gives bilis of sale on his partner's property—pledging property in 
which he had no interest whatever, and which by his partnership deed he 
was expressly forbidden to engage in any way. In extenuation, he pleads 
that he thought, asa paitner, be might pledge tne property for the good 
of the firm, but the partnership deed uistinetly forbidding this, it is clear 
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should hope the disapprobation of his own conscience. It is my duty to 
put the law in force, and I must do all that I can in this case. I mu at 
suspend the bankrupt’s discharge for the full termrof two years. It would 
be folly, I think, to refuse him protection during that period. I don’t see 
what good it would do his creditors to put him in prison and ceprive him 
of the use of the undoubted talents which Le possesses. I shall ther :fore 
grant bim protection, but his discharge must be suspended for the full 
term allowed by law—two years from this date.” 

On the 30th Sept. was tried, before Sir Edmund Hornby, 
one of the most difficult and painful cases which we have ever 
had to report. 

Mr. P. B. Walsh, of H.M. Consular service, sued the Oriental Bank 
for $450 sworn by him to have been deposited in the bank on the 12th 
July last. He swora positively that he deposited ¢900, including thig 
$450, in the hands of Mr Ansell, an assistant accountant. The only evi- 
dence he produced was two pass-books, into each of which the sum of 
$450 had been entered hurriedly, without comparison with the bank's 
curreut account ledger. He produced no proof that he was in possession 
of the money at that date, and refused to show his books, in which he 
averred he had no ca-h account with the bank. He brought no witnesses. 
For the defence, Mr. Ansell gave evidence that Mr. Wal-h deposited only 
$450—that he sent him with the money to the compradore. In this 
cre he was supported by the evidence of the compradore and a 
shroff. 

Farther, Mr. Ansell explained that having a reversal entry to make, 
from one of Mr. Walsh's ka—that of his ee account, to another, 
that of his public account—he must have made the double entry by mis- 
take; and, Mr. Walsh being anxious to get his pass-books and leave, that 
he made the entries be'ore they had been passed in the bank's books. He 

roduced the usual debit slip for 450 dols. only— the bank's current account 
edyer and cash took agreeing of course with it. The error remained undis- 
covered until the 15th September, when, for the first time since the 12th 
July, Mr. Walsh asked him to have his pass-books made up. The error 
being tien noticed, Mr. Ansell drew his pen through one of the entries; 
and Mr. Walsh, objecting, appealed to Mr. Robertson, the agent, who 
listened to him and aed to investigate the matter, requesting Mr. 
Walsh to assist him by giving him such information as was possible re- 
specting the particulars of the payments. Some correspondence passed, 
aod Mr. Walsh finally refused to give any information, and brought his 
action. The Judge reserved his decision, which he will leave in writing. 
It is most aoxioualy swaited by the whole mercantile community. 


NAGASAKI. 

From this port we learn that the schooner Duck has been 
sold to Prince Satsuma for $5,000. The Japavese steamer 
Eagle still on shore, and not likely to float avain four some time. 
The Nagasaki Municipal Council, under the guidance of M. 
Oithmans (of Shanghai French municipal experience), are pro- 
Jecting great things in the way of wharves, and talk of raising a 
loan, though where the money is to come from out of such a 
small community is a matter of some doubt to those interested. 

A correspondent writes :—“ The day before the Basilisk left 
another British subject narrowly escaped mutilation, if not @ 
worse fate, at the hands of a drunken Yaconin, who drew his 
sword without the slightest provocation, and attempted to rush 
upon him, but was restrained by a less inebriated companion. 
The matter reacbed the ears of the Minister, by chauce I be- 
lieve, who took it up vigorously and instituted inquiries, which 
did not however lead to the discovery uf the Yaconin. He also 
told the Governor in unmistakable lauguage that these atrocities 
must and would be put a stop to.” 

Another letter, dated Sept. 29, says :— 

“We had a hard blow yesterday. The weather however has 
improved, though the greater portion of the Racket-couit has 
been blown down, level with the foundations. The bricks were 
laid or rather thrown together in a scandalous maun ‘rt, and the 
whole affair must come down, as it has been condemned as 
dangerous. The contractor will, doubtless, be the chi f su ferer, 
as well as Mr. Norton, whose untiring perseverance agiinst all 
obstacles is worthy ofall praise. The men used tat water for 
the lime, so no wonder it fell down, not one brick binding to 
another. 

“Reports are in circulation (on rather doubtful authority 
though) that av open rupture is imminent with Satsuma and 
the Yedo Government, and a steamer left bere hasti y tound 
north, crowded with men in fighting rig. Tosa is a'so dissatia- 
fied, and a row somewhere is certain before the opening of 
Hiogo and Osaka.” 

Two members of the Gorogio were still aiding in an investi- 
gation into the Jcarus murder case, and it was on dit that the 
Governor had been called to Yedo.

TIENTSIN.

CHEFOO. 

There has been a disturbance at Chefoo, and a stoppage of 
trade for one day, in consequence of a ttle too greut cucrgy 
in the suppression of the arms trade. :The native merchants 
were seriously irritated by a too rigorous examivation of all 
goods, either landed from ships, or passing through the inland 
barriers, and closed their hongs and held a public meeting. The 

‘question was a difficult one jor the Taotai to decide, as trade 
cannot go on if every packaze landed is to be opened and pulled 
about; yet he is held responsible if any arms are smuggled in. 
Possibly he might do better to rely on espionage than on an 
impracticable atternpt to examine everything. As it is, he has 
relaxed the stringency of his new regulations, and trade once 
more flourishes. The Tientsin driiled troops have gone back 
to Tientsivn. Hopes were excited a short time ago that a coal 
mine had been discovered in close proximity to the port, but 
further exploration has resulted in disappointment. 

The Ta.tai vf Chefvo has, at the instance of H.B.M. Vice- 
Consul, rewitted the tonnage dues on the Finze/, the first direct 
ship from Eug.and ; and it mu-t be conceded that he deserves 
great credit for this recognition of the importance, to the pros- 
perity of the northern ports, of direct trade between them and 
Europe. Of course the remission will not be repeated. It is 
simply a graceful acknow-edgment of an epoch in the history of 
the port—an acknowledgment which is, perhaps, the wore 
cred. table to his Excellency, as it is quite possible that his 
Peking superiors may insist on his paying up the ammount out 
of his own pocket. In the meantime, a second direct ship from 
England has arrived at Chefvo, laden principally with coal, and 
others are expected shortly with shirtings. The great ‘test of 

“any new enterprise is success, and if these shipments succeed, 
we may confidently anticipate a wider and more prosperous 
future for the three northern ports. 


HANKOW. 

A full report is published by the Hankow Times of the pro- 
ceedings in the bankrup:cy case of Mackellar and Co. The re- 
port is far too long t> reproduce here, and as the text of decision 
_ was received by last mail, we content ourselves with an extract 
from Mr. Mackellar’s defence. ‘The view of the case taken by 
the Haxkow Times will be sufficiently evident from the follow- 
ing short quotation :— 

“Mr. W. G. Gordon’s offence—only offence, that we can see 
is that he continued on in business just as long as he could. 
‘Mr. Gordon is, we believe, a very sanguine man ; and his ‘very 
sanguine disposition is shown in his hoping to right or ‘better 
his position by “going in” for tea when he was so embarrassed 
with debt—even allowing the fact that tea is cheaper this 
season than it ever was before in Hankow.” 

(Extract from Mr. Mackellur's Defence.) 

“Tam placed at a double disadvantage—first, with having to contend 
with Mr. Myburgh, whose volubility of apeech, and powers of vituperation, 
mo one having heard his address can diepute ; and, secondly, from having 
the misfortune of being opposed by euch a man as Mr. Evans—a man 
whom, I think, I have proved to ¢he satisfaction of the Court to be un- 
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truthful and unworthy of credence, whose character is too well known in 
Hankow to require any comment from me. . . Losses: Un this head 
I need scarcely say that the principal have occurred through the enormous 
depreciations in land; also on teas shipped iast season. Avyain. our losses 
through bad debts, both foreign and Chinese, have been extremely large. 
The nature of the former I need not refer to, but the latter consist 
chiefly of losses on teas over and above margins, which we have been 
unable to recover from shippers. The majority of such debts 
bave been made since June, 1866. ‘ ‘ . In addition 
to the above, I have now, individually, claims on various parties 
to the extent of taels 13,000. I would point out the fact of our haviig 
purchased, each season, nearly one-fourth of all teas sold here, and also 
that in every preceding year we have been in the habit of having large 
amounts running with teamen, for periods of frequently six weeks, no 
anxiety for payment being evinced by them. The reasons for pressure 
this season are principally the exaggerated reports circulated, and the con- 
sequent withdrawal of facilities and stoppage of credit. I am sure it will 
be universally a¢mitted that at present in China the majornty of houses 
would be forced to succumb if facilities were withdrawn and pressure estab- 
liched. It seems to me that the whole gist of my case lies in the 

uestion—Did I go on in business too long, or did I not ? Who is to settle 
the exact day or hour when a bankrupt firm is to suspend? Circum- 
stances, and circumstances only. And, Sir who, may I ask, are te 
blame if I did go on in business tno long? Why, the foreign creditors, 
who now oppose my discharge. They had aremedy. Pres:ure on their 

rt would have brought me down long ere circumstances did; but’ 
it did not suit them to press. And why? Because they hoped 


to be paid their claims out of money paid to the Chinese. 
They were disappointed, and therefore their opposition. If my 
conduct is bad, how immoral is theirs! What object could 1 


have except the benefit of all, in carrying on business till I was stopped. 
No one can consider it a pleasant position which I hold now, to stend 
here to be bespattered with foul abuse. (Stopped by the Court, and ar 
apology tendered at Mr. Myburg’s request. ) may have been foolishly 
sanguine, but even now I believe that all would have been well ; no loss 
to any would have occurred if the times had not been against me. At 
the beginning of the tea season tea was cheaper in Hankow than I have 
kwown it and statistics better in England. My credit was very good. I 
bought, you must see, for no other object than to make money for my 
creditors. - + » The means of paying the teamen for 5 teas 
if there had been a profit, however small, is not so ditficult as the learned 
counsel thinks. The tea season lasts from May to January. A firm 
like ourselves would find no great difficulty in keeping teamen out 
of a small portion of their tea money until returns came from Englaud, 
especially if buying as heretofore, and throughout the seasun. This be- 
comes much simpler when the tea ix sold in Shanghai (at a profit); but 
alas for me, cheap as the tea was here, it was, and in spite of a falling 
market, has continued to be, cheaper in Shanghai. I, for my own part, do 
not yet give up our English shipments, and believe that they will yet 
result well. . . | have said my say, made my defence, and told a 
plain unvarnished story. I throw myself on the indulgence of the 
court, and trusting that where I have missed points in iny own defence 
that your honour will help me, considering my being no lawyer, 
no orator, and without counsel. Some may say, that, so far, I 
have not expressed the slightest regret for the heavy losses of my credi- 
tors. [hate cant; but I do regret their losses. I may say that more 
sincere or heartfelt regret cannot be experienced by anyone. Promises 
made by me now would be mockery ; but if the court are gracious to me, 
and grant me my discharge, though | am now at the bottom of the ladder, 
I seel that [ can yet rise again. And if kind fortune smiles once more, ne 
discharge granted by this court will prevent my attempting to liquidate at 
least @ portion of the debts of my firm; and no factious opposition, how- 
ever unkind to me now, will ever prevent my doing that which I may con- 
sider just hereafter. 


CHING-KIANG. 

A Ching-kiang correspoudent gives the following information 
regarding the coal mines said to have been recently discovered 
in the neighbourhood, of this port :—“The mines are about 
twenty miles from here, and are quite near a navigable creek. 
Our head-quarters, when we weve up country visiting them, 
was a small village called Loong Tan, about half way between 
this and Nanking, on the banks of a fine broad creek. There 
are two mines, which we visited and examined. One, at a place 
called Koo-tsze-tan, is in » gorge between two hills, and is less 
than two miles from the Nanking canal, with a gentle incline to 
the water, perfectly suitable fur a tramway. The pits there (four 
in number) had been opened and worked some yearsago. ‘They 
are at present closed aud filled with refuse, but from some small 
specimens which we saw in the vicinity, there can be no doubt 
but that good coal exists. The other nine is at‘a pluce called Pa 
Whei Li Miao, and is much more promising. The beds were 
formerly worked before the rebels came, and have been aban- 
doned in consequence of water gaining too much on the work- 
men. The coal which we saw there is really of excellent qua- 
lity. Some specimens sent to Shanghai were pronounced equal 
to English coal. This mine is ten miles from Loong fan, and 
three or four from a navigable creek. It is low undulating 
country, and far more easily worked than the Koo-tzé-tar 
mine.” 





SHANGHAI. 
Advices hence are to the 9th October. The French mail of 
17th August, with telegrams to 7th Sept., arrived on 7th Oot. ; 
Jater telegrams to 11th Sept. had been received via K achta, - 
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A full report of the proceedings in the case of Mackellar and 
Co. had been published, and excited much interest. The cre- 
ditors are dissatisfied with the sentence, and have appealed 
against it to the Supreme Court at Shanghai. They hold that he 
is guilty of fraud, and claim that one of the punishments assigned 
by Jaw shall be awarded, It is clear that the value or worthless- 
ness of the present sentence rests solely in the hands of the bank- 
rupt himself, who may decline the trouble of earning more than 
his actual expenses, and so defeat any hope of future dividend 
that his creditors might entertain. Mr. Gordon’s conduct has 
been severely commented on by the press in the north of China, 
while sympathy is expressed for Mr. Mackellar, who was in 
England and no party to his transactions, but is yet equally 
punished.

The inquiry into the circumstances of the abandonment of 
tho barque Siam has been held, and two of the crew imprisoned 
pending reference to the High Senate at Bremen.

It is generally felt that they 
eught to have been detained. In the meantime the Siam lies 
ia custody of the British Admiralty Court, pending the decision 
ef the Darimouth's claim for salvage; but the Bremen Consul 
elaims that the case should be heard before his tribunal. 
Messrs. Pustau and Co., who are acting as agents for the Marine 
Insurance Office of Hamburg and Bremen, have, we believe, 
officially requested the Bremen Consul to claim the vessel for 
the Bremen underwriters, and to protest against a sale, if the 
British Supreme Court should refuse to give the vessel up to 
him, or refuse to consent to a joint decision with the Bremen 
Cousul, according to Bremen law. 

The SS.N, Company is keeping up the reputation for bad 
luck which has well nigh passed into a local proverb. Their 
steamer Plymouth Rock got on shore a few days ago in going 
down the river, and had to wait till the flood tide made to get 
off. When eventually she did so she was found to be making 
water so badly that she had to put back to Shanghai. She has 
been obliged to discharge cargo, and will probably go into dock. 

The Shanghai Club has been reopened under its new manage- 
ment. The ballot boxes for the new committee were opened 
on the evening of the lst Oct. with the following results :—

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A meeting of the Shanghai Votunteer Corps has been held, 
at which it was decided to let the corps rest in obeyance, till 
more stirring circumstances may call it again into existence. 
Happily for us, the state of the settlement is such that there is 
no longer a necessity for those who cannot appreciate the plea- 
sures of drill, to trouble themselves very much about it as a 
matter of duty; but such is the uncertainty of power in China, 
that the rebel hordes which now infest many parts of the 
empire may at any time descend upon Shanghai, and for 
this reason we should be prepared to protect our own against 
them. ; 
The American barque Vesta Visie has got on shore on the 
South Bank and been stripped and set fire to by wreckers. The 
captain and crew were obliged to abandon her to escape them. 
The wreck and cargo (coals) have been sold at auction for the 
sum of 425 taels, which, we learn, the purchasers are hardly 
likely to recover. 


In the collision case of the Ttentsin v. the Malacca, judgment. 


has been delivered in favour of the latter ; the Court expressing 
au opinion that the 7ientsin was much to blame. 

The Shanghai Express of October 18th says :—“ A boat with 
one foreigner on board returning from Woosung, on Saturday

The great event of the fortnight has been the ceremony of 
opening and dedicating the new Masonic Hall, lately erected on 


the Bund, some account of which we extract from the North ° 


China Herald :— 

This handsome building, which has been nearly two years in course of 
erection, has been built entirely out of funds subscribed by the lodges 
working in Shanghai under the English constitution ; and, exclusivély of 
the land on which it is erected, has cost nearly tls. 40,000. The desiga for 
the building was originally prepared by Mr. Clark, but being found too 
expensive to be carried into execution as first proposed, the original draw- 
ings and specification were handed over to Mr. Kidner, on Mr. Clark's 
approaching departure from Shanghai, with instructions to make the 
moditications necessary to reduce the cost of the building to the sum at the 
disposal of the committee. The works were commenced on the Ist of 
April, 1866. 

The style of the architecture is Italian. The facade to the Bund is 
divided by attached columns into seven bays, having douhle co- 
lumns at the angles. It consists of a rusticated basement sup- 
porting two lofty fonie and Corinthian orders. The windows have 
projecting balconies and are very d ly recessed. Extra height is 

ained by introducing a very deep frieze in the entablature. The whole 
is surmounted by an open balustrade, the entire height being fifty-six feet. 
The front portion of the building contains three stories and the block at 
the back only two, the total height of which is equal to that of the three, 
storied part. 

The ground floor contains the kitchens, servants’ rooms, and cellars. 
At the back is the public hall, measuring 80 feet by 40, and 30 feet high. - 
The first floor contains a vestibule 17 feet square, two rooms facing the 


Bund ,originally intended for reading rooma, each 23 feet by 21,tand a 


library 30 feet 6 inches by 23 feet 6 inches; a wide corridor connects the 
library, servants’ lobby, and vestibule with the grand staircase, which occu- 
pies a space on the south side 22 feet 6 inches square, open the full height 
of the two stories, having a coffered ceiling resting on an entablature su 
ported by Corinthian pilasters. Light is obtained from the centre ‘of the 
ceiling, which is sliyhtly coved and glazed. 
On the second story is the banqueting hall, 61 feet by 23 and 23 fee 
high, which is by far the handsomest room in the building; it faces the 
Bund, and occupies the entire width of the front. ‘The ceiling is coved 
and richly worked with mouldings and pierced ornaments. There are two 
large fire-places;in the end walls, and ample ventilation is provided by 
means of the open-work in the ceiling. The windows command an ex- 
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ceiient view of the river. 
and lit. 

The lodge oecupies the whole of the back part of the building, and is, 
therefore, the same size as the public hall, 80 feet by 40. It has an 
open wood roof stained and varnished, with the between the prin- 

_ cipal timbers plastered. At night the lodge will be lighted by eight gase- 
Jiers of five burners each, suspended from the roof. Six fire-places are 
provided with grates cleverly contrived with sliding doors to shut off the 
fire when it is necessary to darken the lodge. The dais is recessed seven 
feet beyond the end wall, and raised three steps above the general level. 
The wails are effectively panelled, and the floor is painted to an appro- 
priate pattern. The organ gallery is constructed over the entrance lobbies, 
and ie ascended by a small staircase from the body of the lodge. In con- 
nection with the lodge are the preparation-room, candidates’ waiting- 
woom, cloak-room, and tyler’s room, all conveniently arranged. Gas is 
Jaid all over the building, and electric bells are fitted to the rooms and 


Adjoining this room are the servant’s staircase 


ors. 

The ceremony of dedication, at which all members of the craft in 
Shanghai had been invited to attend, took place yesterday afternoon. The 
meeting of the Grand Lodge had been fixed for 4 p.m., and shortly a fter 
that hour it was opened in due and ancient form by R. W. Bro.

BANKRUPTCY COURT.—IN BE DENT AND CO. 
Mr. Mitchell and Mr. Lawrence ap forthe bankrupts. 
The Court wished to know if the other partners of the firm concurred in 
_ Mmy proceedings that might be taken, which was answered in the affirma- 
tive. 

Mr. White appeared for Captain Bell (late in the employ of Dent and 
Co.), who claimed an amount of Ts. 2.900 for wages due. 

G. Bell.—I was formerly in Dent and Co.'s employ. I left their 
wervice on the 18th February, when their steamers wera over to 
Russell and Co. The amount claimed is for wages up to June, 1867. I 
wad been in the habit of drawing money from time to time. I was not 
aware that interest was allowed, till 1 saw it put in my account current. I 
never kept account of what I drew. On the ]6th of July, 1 went to settle 
up, but was informedgthat I could get no money. 

The Court said that, as Capt. Bell left-the service without taking out 
the money due to him, the said money became a deposit and could not 
therefore be claimed as wages. 

The amount, 2,948 taels therefore would be proved as a debt. 

G. A. Lambert—I am a ship-builder, I have been receiving 8 per cent- 
on my account. I claim 1,897 taels. 

This was admitted, with interest from 30th June to 9th July. 

Alex. Johnaton claimed 467.72 taels for various taxes due to the Muni- 
cipal Council, which was allowed, subject to revision by the official 


P. Johnson claimed 273 taels for passage money home and wages till he 
reached London, as per ment made.

*, FOOCHOW. 

A memorial drawn up by the residents at Foochow, on the 
zevision of the treaty, has been forwarded to the British 
Minister at Peking. The following is an abstract of the chief 
suggestions embodied in it :-— 

Transit Duties on Goods to be Adjusted. 

By far the most important grievance under the treaty of Tientsin has 
been the systematic breach of the 28th Article of the treaty, regarding the 
* Lekin™ duties. This evasion we believe to have been practised at all the 
treaty ports; but in the province of Fubkien the illegal exactions which 
have been added to the already too oppressive legal impost have far ex- 
ceeded the demands made iv other parts of the empire. And, severely 
as these exactions have been felt in Amoy, they have been even more op- 
pressive in Foochow. 

We would suggest the following alterations in the treaty; and we 
think that anything short of these suggestions will fail to grapple effectually 
with the crying evils that are involved in the present system. 

Ist. That the ‘ Lekin” duty on all goods, whether native or foreign, 
Bhould be equalised at all the ports, at the rate of half the import or export 
duty on such goods, 

nd. That, while the local authorities collect these duties themselves, 
there shall be an appeal to the Consul and the Commissioner of Customs, 
for any irregularity committed in such collection. 
; British Tariff of \842 to be Revised. 

The principle upon which the duties were calculated in the treaty of 
1842 was, that they should approximate as nearly as possible to an ad 
valor em duty of 5 per cent. But while silk now pays a duty of about 
24 per cent., and even when prices were low never paid 5 per cent., 
tea is charged with a duty of two taels five mace; being about 10 p-r 
cent, on the average cost. We trust, therefore, that in the revision of the 
treaty the boon of a reduction in the duty, so clearly in keeping with the 
intention of the sweaty, will be accorded to us. 

Travel into the Interior with Passports.—The Yantsze ‘River to be 
to British Trade. ; — 
Hitherto the 9th article has been interpreted with great stringency. In- 
so much so, that practically the allowances to travel for purposes of 
business has been a dead letter. We would suggest that foreigners should 
now be permitted to travel for business pu and should have liberty 
to rent houses and ground jn the interior (without which the former right 
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would bé useless), and that assistance should be accorded to. them» 
instead .of impediments thrown in their way; while the British 
Consul would always have the power of withholding a passport, 
if he were not satisfied of the prupriety of granting it, in the par- 
ticular case. Article 10 does not aflect Foochow, but we may suggest 
that steamers on the Yangtsze might now be permitted tc carry passengers 
We would 
most strongly deprecate the opening of one or two more treaty ports, with 
settlements and concessions, as entailing considerable expense on the 
Governments of both China and Great Britain, without any commensurate 
advantages; and would much prefer that matters should remain as they 
are for another period of ten years. 
Coast Duties. 

We think that coast duties, both native and foreign, between two 
Chinese ports should be abolished altogether ; and as the Chinese Govern- 
ment are now in receipt of a large revenue, they may perhaps be induced 
to give way on this point, which is so clearly for the benefit of their 


Working Mines by Foreigners. 

In consideration of the great demand for coal for mercantile purposes, 
with the prospect of an equal, if not a greater number of steamers running 
upon the coast and rivers of this country, we are of opinion that every in- 
ducement ought to be held out to foreigners to bore for coal, or any other 
mineral, under the direct sanction of their nearest consular authorities, 

The popular dread of the “ Fung- Shui,” which has hitherto interfered 
with such improvements, could we think be overcome, if the high authori- 
ties would exert their great influence in persuading the people of the 
futility of their objections. The saving between the English and Chinese 
systems of obtaining coal would, we are convinced, make all the difference 
to many steam companies of paying a good dividend and sinking money. 

Making of Roads. 

The claim of a foreign community upon the Chinese Government to 
construct roads for its pleasure and healthful recreation may by many per- 
sons be looked upon as a secondary consideration ; but in the altered state 
of trade, and the prospects of a large number of foreigners spending years 
in the country, it becomes an important question whether the local autho- 
rities could not, at a trifling expense to themselves (but what would be a 
sulnous outlay to foreigners, owing to the “squeezes” of landowners) 
construct good roads for riding and driving across the island. We think 
the large income derived through the residence of foreign firms at this port 
does away with any excuse the Chinese may make as to want of meanr, 
If spread over two or three years, the cost would amount to but a small 
fraction of the Government’s receipts. 


FORMOSA. 
Reports of ’an interesting nature again reach us from and 
respecting Formosa. Captain Horn has returned to Amoy, 
having recovered from its Chinese ransomers the body of poor 
Mrs. Hunt, as well as the various items of property belonging 
to the shipwrecked crew of the Rover, hitherto in the hands of 
the savages. He has also rendered another service to humanity 
by bringing away with him eight Bashee islanders who had 
been shipwrecked in the same neighbourhood as the unfortunate 
American vessel. Thus far then there is cause fur satisfaction, 
as no uncertainties or doubts respecting the fate of any of the 
massacred crew remain to distress the minds of their friends, 
and with the recovery of Mrs. Hunt’s body ceases any neces- 
sity fur further inquiry. The impoitance, however, of inflict- 
ing upon the barbarous savages of south Formosa a punishment 
which shall both avenge the past and be a waruing for the 
future has not been lost sight of by the American authorities, 
and though doubtful as to the adequacy of the force employed, 
we are glad to learn that such is thecase. General Le Gendre, 
the U.S. Consul at Amoy, has, after some solicitation, obtained 
from the Taotai of Taiwan a force of some 450 or 500 Chinese 
soldiers, and a promise that more shall be immediately de- 
spatched to the south cape—say a total force of about a thousand 
Chinese braves. These are to form the nucleus of an avenging 
force, which is, it is said, to be supported by an American 
squadron, which will both afford a reinforcement, in the shape 
of “ Naval Brigades,” and cover the landing ard any other opera- 
tions within range of its guns. Mr. Pickering accompanies the 
American Consul as interpreter, the latter taking the command 
of the force—a post fur which his military experience well qua- 
lifies him.

HONG KONG. 

Dates from this report are to the 15th October. The out- 
ward mail of Aug. 26 was delivered on Oct. 7, with London tele- 
grams to Sept. 19. The Great Hepublic arrived on the 5th 
Oct., with 600 Chinese passengers, but brought no late tele- 
grams. 

The principal topic of interest is the occurrence of the second 
disastrous typhoon, the bare announcement of which has 
already been reported by telegraph. In another columu will be 
found a detailed account of it, extracted from the Overland 
China Mail. 

The following items of geueral news are from the same 
paper :—The colonists are naturally becoming curious to know 
when the long expected memorial respecting the revision of the 
treaty will see the light. We are able to state that, owirg to 
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_ public attention having been much occupied by the new Stamp- 


tax, it bas been found difficuit to convene a meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce prior to the departure of the mail. The 
rough drafi of tne memorial is, however, finished, and it will be 
submitted to the committee shortly. We trust that the neces- 
sary discussions will be finished in time to forward the docu- 
ment by the next mail leaving Hong Kong. 

We hear that Mr. Bowra, now serving in the Imperial Maritime 
Customs at Canton, has been appointed acting Commissiouer at 
Ningpo, for which post he will leave shortly. Mr. Tainter will 
take his place as (‘ustoms Interpreter at Canton, Mr. Brown, 
the Deputy Commissioner at Shanghai, being ordered to act for 
Mr. Commissioner Glover during the absence of that gentleman 
at Peking, whither he proceeded a short time since. 

On the 2nd October some hundreds of tons of earth fell from 
a hill in the Chinese quarter of the town, knocking down and 
burying several houses and human beings—Chinamen, thirty at 
least. Several were taken out from the debris dead. An in- 
quest has been held upon their bodies, and a verdict inculpating 
the Surveyor-General returned ; but being on!y Chinamen who 
suffered, not much excitement has been occasioned by the 
catastrophe. 

The colony’s supply of gas was cut off in a somewhat novel 
manner on the evening of the 29th Sept. by the break and 
burial of about 50 or 100 yards of the main pipe. Excava- 
tions from the Praya landwards have been going on for some 
time past on the Battery-road, about half-way between the 
West Point, Nullah and the gas works ; and so dangerously near 
had those excavations come to the main that on the evening 
named about 50 tons of the hill gave way, and with it a large 
portion. of the main pipe. Fortunately, no one happened at 
the time to be under the hill, else loss of life might have to 
be added to the regrets which follow such an accident. The 
gas was turned off at the works so soon as the accident was 
discovered, and consequently the street lamps and consumers’ 
metres on the lower roads were very soon exhausted, con- 


‘ siderably darkening the town. The damage has been repaired,

. than the demoralisation of the natives. 


and the supply of ‘gas is secured again. 

The Staup Act came into dperation on the 10th of October. 
Only one complaint has been publicly made respecting it, and 
that arose from the banks demanding a stamp of three cents 
or one dollar—tbey did not know which—on cheques. Cheques 


are not included within the schedule of the Act. 


An insurrection is reported to have broken out among the 


Li savages inbabiting the interior of the island of Hainan, 


which is likely to give some trouble to the Chinese authorities, 
as these wild mountaineers are a: peculiarly fierce and indomi- 


table race. 


The China Mav asserts that the operation of the “ Gambling 
Ordinance” has led to some totally uvexpected results, by 
arousing a desire for gaming among the European inhabitants 
of the colony. The Mail says :— 

“The gambling houses are, undoubtedly contributing to results other 
Many Europeans visit them, and 
alibough their visi's are paseed off as the effect of mere curiosity to ascer- 
tain how the establishments are conducted, there is reason to believe that 


‘a hankering after a little quiet excitement is at the bottom of the causes 


which lead those who have once satisfied their curiosity to repeat 
their visits. Although licensed by Government, these houses are 


, considered disreputable by all the respectable Chinese of the 
colony; and the feeling that one is patronising an establish- 
ment which is tabooed to your horseboy by the compradore 


who secures him, is not calculated to increase one’s own self-respect. 
At some of the houses foreigners are shown iuto a sort of upstairs balcony 


. Or verandah, and the sums they stake are Jowered down into the ‘pit’ by 


an attendant Chinaman. A few nights since a foreigner won $1,800 at a 
single swoop to the great dismay of the bank keepers, who refused to con- 
tinue play any longer. We could, however, record losses, which if not as 
large ss the sum above-named are sufficient to prove that the 
losers have thrown themselves into gambling operations cor amore. 
We would also remind military men of the dangér to which soldiers 
are now exposed since these shops have been opened. A large pro- 
portion of the foreigners present invariably consists of men of the 
regiments stationed here, and to these the taste thus fostered must 
necessarily be more pernicious than to the educated classes whose 
resources in the way ot amusement are so far more varied and extensive. 
In conclusion we would warn our readers of two things. Firstly, that 
they cannot here, as at Macao, frequent gaming tables without fear of 
Fecognition, as the police and others employed make it their business to 
note as far as possible the individuals who visit them; and secondly, that 
however little they may object to the mere act of gaming, the heads of 
houses, commanding officers, and others in authority, are not likely to 
view with favour a habit which lessens Europeans in native eyes, opens 
the door to suspicions hitherto unthought of, and which, even by those 
who have most strongly advocated licensed gambling, is admitted to be 
both disreputable and ruinous in its eventual results.” 


THE SECOND TYPHOON. 
Following the late typhoon, there came another storm, which though 
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not so fierce in its fury, was more destructive to property on shore. The 
gale commenced on the evening of September 30, and reached its utmost 
fury shortly after noon on the next day. The heaviest gusts blew about 
4 P.M.,althouxh the major part of the damage to the Praya wall took 
lace between 12 and 1 p.m. Of this large portions of the coping have 
een washed away between Mesars. Lapraik’s pier and the P. and O. 
office, while much havoc has been committed further to the westward. 
Most of the Chinese sampans and cargo boats were safely moored on the 
Kowloon side, as was also the Canton steamer. The results of the gale 
bave proved even more disastrous on shore than had been anticipated. 

Nearly the whole of the sea wall from Messrs. Lapraik's whurf as far as 
the H.K.C. and M. steamboat pier had it copings washed away, and the 
roadway has suffered severely, it being in many places cut up. The veran- 
dah of Messrs. Cama’s house formed quite an imposing mass of ruin on 
the road. The houses situated on the old site of the Union Church had 
their verandahs ripped off, and the flagstaff of the Spanish consulate was. 
blown down. The City-hall and Messrs. Augustine Heard’s house were 
“as usual” aftera heavy fail of rain and gale of wind; the scaffolding 
baving suffered even more than in the late typhoon. The neighbourhood 
of Pedder’s-hill and Wyndham-street suffered severely, the roadway being 
ea with broken tiles and roofing, our own office having suffered amongst 
the rest. 

At Sowkewan one or two houses were blown down, and a large number 
unrooted. Several Chinese were killed in the fall, but we cannot ascer- 
tain the precise number, At Wanchi one or two houses were blown down, 
but no loss of life is as yet reported. At the Albany part of the house 
occupied by Mr. Sangster has been blown down,.and the house of Mr. 
Masson has had ils roof blown off and chimney carried away ; several of 
the neighbouring houses have suffered to a similar extent. Seymour-road, 
Castle-road, and Upper-road have felt the effects of the gale severely. At 
Captain Thomsett's the retaining wall has been blown down, and the 
top of the cook-houses has followed its example. Three Chinese were 
killed by the failing debris. Part of the Reformatory wall has given way, 
as was expected. 

We understand that the whale or a part of Messrs. Cama’'s house will 
have to be pulled down, the front portion being considered unsafe. Two 
houses in Mosque-street have been partially destroyed by the gale, and 
one of the houses erected on the scene of the late fire at Queen's-road 
‘Went, 1S 80 5eriousty ttiaken, that it te hourly expected to fall down. 

So strong was the fury of the gale, that at 2 p.m the police party at the 
Praya were compelled for safety to lie down on the pier, where they were 
engaged in effurts to cave the boats, &c., driving before the wind and waves. 
Experienced sailors have declared that they have seldom seen a gale of 
such fury. In its effect, it fully equalled those of a typhooou. We may 
note tbat the seaward and eastern faces of the clock tower were actually 
blown in by the force of the wind. 

At the Aberdeen Docks the old engine-house fell about 2 p.m.; the 
blacksmiths shop also suffered, the roof being blown off, and ene end 
having come to the ground. The boiler shed, iron store, coal store, and 
dock store buildings were all unroofed. The new engine-house has fallen 
as well as the old one. The damage done is very extensive, but its amount 
cannot be ascertained until the debris is cleared away. The two large 
matsheds built on the side of the hill for the accommodation of the men of 
H.1I.M.S. Guerriere (at present in the Hope Dock) are also blown down. 
The Hope and Lamont Docks are uninjured, although the seas in 
some cases Lroke to a height of twenty feet over the caissons. Two Chinese 
were seen to go down just under the stern of the Hong Kong and Wham- 
poa Dock Co.’s chop Celestial. 

The casualties amongst the shipping were leas than might have Seen 
reasonably expected. To commence with the latter, the U.S. ship Rattler 
was driven high and dry on Stonecutters’ Island, and strange to say seems, 
except in her very awkward position, to be but slightly damaged. She 
has lost anchors, cables, &c., as a matter of course, but made no water 
during the night, despite the rough usage she encountered. A barque 
stated to be the Lancaster was ashore in Kowloon bay, and the steamer 
Achilles and the Dutch barque Tonia were both injured by other vessels 
coming into collision with them. An immense number of sampans, cargo- 
boats, and native junks have come to grief. Bodies of Chinese were seen 
floating past the naval yard at an early hour next morning, but itis (as 
rad impossible to arrive at any of the statistics of the loss of native 
ife. 

The Royal Saxon, which vessel was not in a condition to resist 90 
heavy a gale, commenced to leak seriously, and a gang of convicts have 
been kept on board her all day pumping. At 10 a.m. on the Ist, Inspec- 
tors Payne and Shead proceeded to the Praya to see if any assistance 
could be rendered to boats in danger. The first object attempted to be 
saved was the dockyard boat, but it was speedily smashed to pieces. Their 
next attempt was more successtul ; a boat and five Chinese being saved. 
The wreck of Messrs. Morgan, Lambert’s cargo-boat, filled with cotton, 
afforded proot that the Chinese thieves have an eye to business in all weathers. 
The bottom of the boat came out, and the cotton “ went to sea” in a manner 
quite foreign to the intentions of its owner. Everything was done to save 
it which was possible, but the masts alone rewarded the efforta at salvage. 
While the boat was sinking a Chinaman was apprehended in the act of 
stealing the cotlon, and bis person was forthwith appropriated by the guar- 
dians of the peace. The crew of a boat were saved by them near Dent's 
wharf. In one case a Chinese had been washed within reach and one of 
the inspectors grappled him by the seat of his trowsers. But alas ! bis 
lailor, or wear and tear, had prevented these garments from being of suffi- 
cient strength to bear a man’s weight; they parted, and the uutortunate 
native sank to rise no more, while the shred of cloth remained in the 
grasp of the man who had pluckily endeavoured to rescue him. 





PHILIPPINES.

MANILA. 
From Manila we have advices to the 8th October, confirming 
the telegraphic news already received of a destructive typhoon, 
earthquakes, and inundations. ‘he mail steamer Males~ina 
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had been missing for 21 days, and was given up as lost. A 
correspondent writes as follows :— 

We are getting very anxious as to the fate of the mail 
steamer Malespina, as we have advices that she was to leave 
Hong Kong (with our London mail of 10th Aug.) on the 18th 
ultimo, aud would be due here on the 22nd at least ; but as we 
have had several typhoons outside lately, it is possible she may 
have encountered one. If so she would have a very poor 
chanoe of weathering it, as her bulwarks are enormously high 
and with little or no outlet for any seas which may break over 
her. 

For some time previous to August 23rd the weather had 
worn a most threatening aspect, the barometers falling and 
every appearance of something brewing. We were not de- 
ceived, for on the afternoou of that day it came on to blow 
from N.W. in earnest, with a perfect deluge of rain, and this 
lasted with more or less severity, wind veering westerly, until 
the 26th, during which time no less than sixteen inches of rain 
hed fallen. ‘The consequence was that some parts of Manila 
and its entire neighbourhood for miles was visited by one of 
the heaviest inunditions ever known, the water being over the 
main roads just outside the town three to four feet deep. This 
has caused great distress amongst the poorer class of Indians, 
who have lost their houses, &., which at all times are most 
light and fragile, being built of nepa and bamboo, consequently 
could not not stand the action of the elements. 

The ship Sooloo from Hong Kong arrived here onthe 23rd 
ult., reporting that the English mail of 10th August had 
arrived, aud was to leave on the 18th for this port per Male- 
epina. The ship Ashburton, also arrived on the same day, 
reports having encountered no Jess than three typhoons on the 
passage over. -Reitish ahin Sarderéo, bouce to Australia, sugar 
ladon, has returned to port, having encountered a heavy typhoon 
outside ; she is leaky, and is discharging. She reports having 
been in company with the Fort Regent, hence to London, also 
sugar laden, the latter making bad weather of it. The British 
brig Water Lily, Amoy to Saigon, has put in here totally 
dismasted and decks clean swept. On the morning of the Ist 
October Captain Showers, with part of the crew (eight) of the 
British ship Stuart Wortley, hence to New York with a full 
cargo of hemp (11,900 pls.), arrived in the ship’s long boat. 
Captain Showers reports the total loss of his ship on North 
Danger Reef, China Sea—all hands (24) saved ; the remainder 
(14) elected to stay on the island in charge of the chief officer 
until assistance arrived. 
promptly placed their man-of-war steamer Tencedora at the dis- 
posal of H.M.B. Consul Ricketts (he providing coal, some 80 
tons); she was despatched hence on the 3rd Oct. at 4 PM. to 
the scene of the disaster, taking Capt. Showers on board; we 
trust they may have a quick run down and succeed in rescu- 
ing the poor fellows, who, no doubt, will be on the look 
out. Some Chinese were found loca'ed on the island (turtle 
fishers) and will be able to supply the shipwrecked mariners 
with fish maws, &., as they had a stock. A cour of inquiry 
will ‘be held by H.B.M. Consul into the loss of this ship on 
return of the captain. 

On the morning of the 4th October, we experienced two 
rather severe shocks of earthquake, one occurring at 3.30 and 
the other at 4 a.m., doing no damage, but merely shaking the 
houses and rattling doors and windows ; it is not, however, by 
any means pleasant to be aroused out of one’s sleep by such 
visits as these.

SINGAPORE. 

From this port we have advices to Oct. 23rd. The outward 
mails of Sept. 10 and 17 were delivered on the 16th and 20th 
Oct. respectively, the latter conveying London telegrams to 
Oct. 5. The Straits Times has the following summary of news :— 

The Legislative Council has been pretty busily occupied since the return 
of the Governor from Malacca, having sat on no fewer than four days in 
one week. ‘The chief result of these Jabours has been the passing of the 
Excise Act,—a measure of no interest to home readers, but which closely 
affects our revenue. ‘The Act will do away ‘with many anomalies, and 
clearly defining the privileges of the farmers and the rights of the public, 
will no doubt increase the value of the farms. Two bills affecting the 
practice and composition of the local bar have been referred to committee, 
and a feeling prevails that both these, and one which may shortly be intro- 
duced for the re-constitution of the Supreme Court, should be postponed, 
there being no pressing call for their enactment, until the Council can 
have the benefit of the long legal experience on the local bench of the 
Chief Justice, who is now on leave of absence at home. 

The intelligence that Colonel Macpherson, resident councillor of Sin- 
gepore for many years under the government of India, had been confirmed 
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in the appointment of Colonial Secretary, which was made public after 
the departure of last mail. has given very general satisfaction. On the 
14th instant, Colonel Macpherson’s experience was availed of, and he «vas 
despatched in the colonial steamer Petho to the west coast of the penin- 
sula on a mission to the Sultan of Salengore, with a view to institate 
meacures that would prevent disturbanves such as those which prevailed in 
the Klang district some six months ago, to the interruption of trade. -The 
mission proved entirely successful, and it is not likely that the valuable 
tin trade of that district will be again disturbed for some time to come. 
An arrangement has also been come to with the Rajah of Quedah, who 
has conceded to the reasonable demands of the local government, and had 
his pension restored to him. By this arrangement, too, the limits of Pro- 
vince Wellesley have been materially extended. 

The fourth Criminal Session of the year was opened at the Court 
House on the 16th instant, by Sir William Hackett. No very important 
cases were on the calendar: but one which charged the second officer of 
the steamer John Bright, with the robbery of jewels from that vessel te 
the value of 5,000 dols., commanded a considerable amount of interest. 
This robbery was committed about a year ago on a voyage from Bombay 
to Calcutta, and all hope of discovering the perpetrator had been aban- 
doned ; it is most creditable, therefore, to the acumen of the Singapore 
police force, that, unaided by any official notification of the crime, and 
guided only by the reports of it in the local newspapers, they should have 
fixed xpon the real culprit during his passage through this place, for the 
men pleaded guilty when arraigned yesterday.

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 


Yoxonama.—Cotton Yarn: For all counts but 28-32s demand has 
ceased, and a fall of $1 to 2 has been established. For 28-32s full in- 
uiry continues, and prices are maintained. Grey Shirtings are in less 
dewaad, and prices weak, although no business bas been done below quota- 
Stocks are moderate. Dyed Cottons are in the same position as 
Black Velvets maintain their position at an advance of $0.50. 
Stocks are light. These goods ae safely be sent di md to this 
market; they have become a staple. ‘Taffachelass shows slight symptoms 
of recovery; a trifling advance on last rates has taken place. As we ob- 
served some time ago, the Japanese buy our yarns to make similar goods 
themselves. Camlets, S.S., in fair assortment, are wanted as usual. For 
the favourite colours the demand continues, and Black has advanced to 
$18-18 50. 
SHANGHAI.—Soft Goods: The market has continued very quiet ; bit d 
little doing in any description of goods except Grey Shirtings, in whi 
a fair amount of business has been transacted during the fortnight at rates 
much on a par with those current last mail. At onetime 8.4 Ibs. Eagle 
Chop touched taels 2.67 a piece, but this figure was not maintained, and 
the closing quotations of 2.55 tv 2.60 for ordinary to best makes may be 
taken as fairly representing the market; 7lbs. are still in small supply, and 
asked for at last rates. T-Cloths: Arrivals have been ample, and prices 
of fine cloth have a downward tendency ; ordinary cloth is still worth taels 
2 to 2.05 per piece. White Shirtings: Sales very small at last quotations. 
Fancy Goods: Have not improved in demand or value, and the usual 
inquiry for the northern markets has not yet set io. Woollens: Small 
sales are reported of Camlets and Long Ells, but the rates paid continue 
to be far from remunerative. Metals: Iron Nail Rod: The market is 
without change. The vessels arrived having added but litle to stocks 
quotations realisable. Coals: The market generally is less active, and 
prices for most kinds rather depressed. : 
Hanxkow.—Since our last report extreme dulness has characterised the 
trade of this port, and in almost every article lower prices have been es- 
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tablished without leading to the demand usually current at the season: 
Money is very scarce among the natives, and the position of many of the 
banks and shopmen is considered precarious ; in addition to which, advices 
fhom the inland marts are very unsatisfactory, due in a yreat measure to the 
failure of the crops through the long -continued drought. 

Cantron.—The market has been very quiet, the only thing noticeable 
Being a fall of about a dollar and a half in the price of Cotton. There is 
BO Gvtsive in stock, and an advance on quotations would readily be 

it. 


Hono Konc.—Last mail’s report on Grey Goods, and Manufactures 
generally, must be confirmed and repeated by this. Hol: ers have con- 
fiawed desirous to effect sales both of goods on the spot and “ to arrive,” 
and have submitted to a further decline in rates, which is more marked this 
mail than it was last, ard amounts to $5 all round in Yarn, 5 to 10 cents. 
in 8.4 lb. Grey Shirtings (the heavier qualities remaining firm), and about 
BO cents. m T-Cloths. The dealers have shown little or no desire to enter 
the market, and business has been stimulated more by the anxiety of holders 
to reduce stocks than from any “healthy” demand. White Shirtings re- 
main as before, and nothing new to notice in Fancy Cottons save a 
sale of 1,000 pieces Turkey Red Shirtings at $3.40, which 
gaises quctations slightly. Raw Cotton: Large chipments continue

SILK. 

YoxoHaMa.—We were able to report a slight indication of weakness in 
this market at the close of last mail’s business. few foreigners having, 
however, been steadily Suying, and arrivals having been to some extent 
checked by the rains, there is no further tendency downwards. We make 
no change whatever in quotations. As before, the bulk of the business 
has been done in Best and Good Medium hank sorts, Oshus and Koshus. 
The first Achezan silk has appeared, and a few bales of superlative quali 
have been bought fur America at the high price of $787.50. A slight sd. 
vance is demanded for what remains. Total settlements we estimate at 
450 piculs, and the unsold stock at 825. The weather having changed for 
the better, with every prospect of continuing fair, we anticipate free arrivals. 
The reports of a larger crop than last year’s are confirmed. 

SHanGHaI.— Early in the mail but little business was transacted, with 
the exception of about 150 to 200 bales, supposed to have been bought for 
the Bombay market, foreigners steadily holding off for a material conces- 
sion in rates, which the natives were unwilling to submit to, Subsequently, 
however, observing the determination on the part of intending purchasers 
not to operate unless prices were much lower, the Chinese reduced their 
quotations, and in consequence a fair business has resulted, the settlements 
being estimated at 1,500 bales. Prices paid show a reduction of,—10 to 
20 taels for chop tsatlees ; 20 to 30 taels for market and common tsat- 


lees; 10 to 20 taels for Karshing taysaams; 10 to 15 taels for Hainings 
and Yuentas, and the market clames week. The advence in prices 


last mail for good silks has induced large arrivals, and consequeusly the 
unsold stock has increased to 5,000 bales. 

CanTon.—This market continues very firm. The more discouraging 
home advices appear the firmer silkmen seem to be. while on account of 
the season getting so far advanced (most of the fifth crop being now at 
market), with only a small sixth crop to look forward to, the variousd istrict 
markets seem actuated by the same strong desire to hold back for still 
more absurd rates. Hence the very limited business that has been trans- 
acted during the fortnight. Stocks, however, are decidedly heavy (with 
the exception of Loong-kongs), and it remains yet to be seen how far 
native holders will give way to meet intending purchasers’ ideas.

CASUALTIES. 

The Philomela, Yokohama to Foochow, has been lost on the Formesa 
coast (reported by telegram). - 

The schooner Restless, Foochow to Sydney, was picked up about 25 
miles to the southward of Swatow dismasted, and towed into Hong Kong 
by the steamer Cadiz. 

Maggie Leslie, from Foochow, reported lost in Gaspar Straite, hes 
arrived at Batavia, towed in by the Fusiyama, from Shanghai to Leaden. 

HONG KONG. 

The British ship Polmaise reports having left Shanghai on the 14th 
Sept., bound to London, and that on the 22nd, when off S. end of Formosa, 
encountered afheavy typhoon, in which she lost boats, [sails bulwarks, 
and sustained other damage; put into Hong Kong for repairs aad te 
overhaul the cargo to see if it is damaged. 

The steamer Achilles, from Shanghai, reports that after clearing the 
mouth of the Yang-tsaze on the 25th of Sept., she fell in with a heavy 
typhoon from the N.E. with a terrific sea, the vessel steaming dead slow 
all the time. On the 29th, at 4.30 P.m., when about thirty-five miles 
off Hong Kong, fell in with the British ship Eastward Ho, on fire and par- 
tially dismasted. Took her in tow and brought her into port. 

The British ship Eastward Ho! reports having left Sydney Aug. lt, 
bound for Shanghai. Experienced a favourable time until the 10th Sept. 
in lat. 80 deg. N., lon. 140 deg. E., when fire was observed issuing from 
the forehatch. The force-pump was immediately set to work, all ventila- 
tion stopped, holes cut in the deck and water poured down, and every effor¢ 
made to subdue the fire, but withont effect. It gradually increased. Kept 
before the wind to confine the conflagratiun to the fore part of the'veceel. 
From that time until the 23rd experienced moderate east-north-easterly 
winds and fine weather, when the south end of Formosa was sighted. 
Next day the breeze increased, with heavy squalls, and the: sea 
began to rise. Hove the ship to at three p.m. and at five 
noticed the foremast settling down through the deck and the 
rigging slackening up, the mast surging about from side to side. It 
still continued to settle down, and preparations were made to cut it away. 
At 6 p.m. cut the rigging, and the mast went over the side, having 
been completely burnt through below the deck, carrying with it the ‘main 
and mizzen top gallant masts and main topmast head; the main stays 
being all adrift by the fall of the foremast, and the ship rolling heavily, 
the main-topmast soon followed, taking the mainmast head. The fire 
increasing all this time and all hands continually employed in trying to 
keep it under, but it became so hot as to burn through the port side of the 
vessel just above the water's edge. On the 27th managed to rig a jury- 
foremast so as to get the yessel under command, and having a fine E.N.E. 
breeze, sighted Hong Kong on the 28th of September, and arrived at 4 
A.M. next morning in tow of the ocean steamer Achilles. , 

The French schooner Mouette, Captain Catherineau, arrived in Amoy 
October 4, reports that on September 22, in Jat. 19.50 N., lon. from Parts 
117.18 E., she spoke the American barque Penang, of Bath, appaready 
deeply laden, with boats, masts, and part of bulwarks carried away. She 
was from Ningpo bound to Hong Kong. Captain Catherineau offered 
assistance, but was told that none was required, as jurymasts could be 
rigged, and the vessel by that means be enabled to reach Hong Kong. 
The Mouette experienced a severe typhoon on the 21st of September, ia 
lat. 19 N., lon. from Paris 117.40 E.

LEGAL. 


BANKRUPTCY COURT. 

In RB TME Bank or HINDUSTAN, CHINA, AND JAPAN.—This was a 
motion for an order to dissolve an injunction granted in the vacation by 
Vice-Chancellor Sir R. Malina, to restrain the issuing of certain executions 
for costs. The facts were shortly these. The official liquidator of the 
eompany had sued several of its debtors at law, and had failed in the 
actions. Judgments had therefore been entered up in favour of the de- 
fendant-at-law, and executions issued for the costs. The company Wae 
being wound up voluntarily, under the supervision of the Court; and the 
right to have the injanction dissolved depended on the construction of the 
Companies’ Act, 1862, sects. 87 and 163, relating to the issuing of pro- 
cesses against a company, after the commencement of proceedings to wind 
it up. Mr. Dickenson, Q.C., and Mr. Eddis supported the motion; Mr. 
Greene, Q.C., and Mr. J. N- Higgins supposed it. The Vice-Chancellor 
dissolved the injunction, with costs. 


ADMIRALTY COURT. 

Tax “Nrva.” — In this case the Nina, a Portuguese ship, was 
arrested at Cardiff at the suit of Charles La Blache, for wages and dis- 
bursements, and the Court was moved to order a release of the vessel 
with costs and damages against the plaintiff. The plaintiff's case was that 
he was at Havannah in March this year, and was engaged to navigate the 
Niac from that port to Glasgow, thence to Hong Kong and Macao, and 
from Macao back to Havannah with a cargo of coolies. That his wages 
were to be £18 per month, and an allowance of 10s. for every coolie landed 
at Havannah. That, in consequence of being a British subject, he could 
not by the commercial law of Portugal command the ship; therefore it 
was arranged between him and the nominal captain, F. D. P. Almeida, 
the plaintiff, should sign articles as “ piloto” or mate; but that he, in 
reality, was to command the ship, and that he had the entire control of 
her during the voyage from Havannah to Greenock. At Greenock 
disputes arose between Almeida and the plaintiff, who left the ship 
and sent in a claim for the sum of £324 for wages, and £285 
bonus upon the 570 coolies, it was proposed to take from Macao to 
Havaonah. This claim being disputed, the vessel was arrested by 
process issued in Scotland, but the vessel was afterwards released with 
eosts against the plaintiff, who, when the vessel arrived at Cardiff, again 
arrested her upon a warrant from this Court. The defendant denied that 
the plaintiff was engaged to navigate the ship, or that he ever acted in any 
other capacity than as second mate, and put in evidence a copy of the 
* matricule” or ‘‘ roll,” which had beea daly executed by the plaintiff and 
others, in the presence of the Portuguese Consul at Havannah, before the 
commencement of the voyage, by which the plaintiff bound himself to 
submit to the provisions of the Portuguese Commercial Code, by the 
1,489th article of which he bound himself not to commence proceedings 
against the Nina or her master (before the termination of the voyage), 
and in case of any dispute between him and the master it must be settled 
by the nearest Portuguese Consul who should have exclusive jurisdiction 
to try and determine any dispute according to the laws of Portugal. The 
plaintiff left the ship at Greenock of his own accord, and had not made any 
attempt to have the question in dispute settled by the arbitration of any 
Portuguese Consul.—Mr. V. Lushington, for the plaintiff, contended that the 
Court had jurisdiction in this suit, and that the 10th section of the Ad- 
miralty Court Act, 1861, took away the discretionary power which the 
Court had before the passing of the Act, and gave absolute jurisdiction. 
Sir R. J. Phillimore: I am of opinion that it is still competent for the 
Court to exercise now the same discretion with reference to suits for wages 
by foreign seamen that it did before the passing of the Admiralty Court 
Act, 1861. It is expedient, upon considerations of national comity, that 
the Court should not as a universal rule interfere so as to disregard the 
law of foreign countries in disputes between foreign seamen. The Court 
does not hold that it will not interfere in such cases, but it will exercise a 
discretion according to the circumstances of each case. In the present 
instance this is a suit againat a Portuguese ship by a foreigner, who has 
undertaken to be bound by the decision of the Portuguese Consul, who is 
willing to adjudicate upon the matter. I therefore decree a release of the 
ship, and, under all the circumstances, and especially as the plaintiff has 
previously arrested: the vessel in another court for the same object, I ac- 
eompany the decree with costs and damages, 
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THE MAIL CONTRACT. 

In the House of Lords, Lord STanuey of ALDERLEY asked a question 
with reference to the contracts between the Post-office and the Peninsalar 
and Oriental Steam Company. He feared the Government had not given 
sufficient time tv allow tenders to be sent in, and objected to the t:velve 
years’ duration of the contract as too long, and to the ubsence of prepara- 
tions for conducting the service by Brindisii—The Duke of MonrRosm 
said that no objection to the short time allowed for tenders had been made 
by any companies likely to perform the service. He gave an account 
of the negotiations of the Government with the Peninsalar and 
Oriental Company. They offered to undertake the service for 
twelve years for £400,000, instead of the £500,000 per annum, 
which they required if the contract was to last only six years, The 
company had upened their books to inapection, and showed that they 
ceuld not continue the service at the old rate. Lord Stanley of Alder- 
ley had said that by the Brindisi route a saving of thirty-six hours would 
be effected; but the railway was a single live, which could not be worked 
with punctuality, and by the arrangement now proposed, that veasels 
should not call at Malta, but go direct via Messina, a saving of twenty- 
four hours would be effected. Besides, there was a clause in the contract 
that if the Government thought it desirable before the expiry of the twelve 
years to change the Marseilles for the Brindisi route, the matter should be 
referred to arbitration. 

In the House of Commons, Sir H- Raw rnson asked the Secretary to 
the Treasury whether, in the eveat of the new proposed contract with the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company for the mail service in the East being 
approved of by the Legislature, it was the intention of Her Majesty's 
Government to increase the rates of postage on overland letters between 
England and India.—Mr. Hunt said the same question was put to him 
last session, and he then intimated that it was the intention of the Govern- 
ment, when the new service commenced, to increase the rate of postage to 
1s. 3d. per half-ounce, and that intention still continued. 

*,* We have authority to state that it is not intended to 


disturb the present rates of postage on correspondence for China.

Weare gladto hear the matter has been taken 
up by the Chamber of Commerce ; but it must rot be lost sight of that 
this is a question not only affecting local interests but imperial interests 
also, and should be maturely considered before it is definitely settled.” 

PostacE oN Letrers For OrFicers oF THE AnMy SERVING IN 


THE CoLonigs.—On the Ist January next, and thenceforward, prepaid 


letters, posted in the United Kingdom, addressed to officers of the arm 
serving in a British colony, and conveyed direct, without passing thro 

a foreign country, will be chargeable with a postage of sixpence only per 
half ounce, although the postage of ordinary letters sent to such colony 
may be higher than sixpence. When the letters pass through a foreign. 
country they will be liable, in addition to the Bri:ish rate of 6d., to the 
same transit rate as other letters. Thus, officers’ letters addressed to 
Penang, Singapore, Hong-Kong, Labuan, the Cape of Good Hope, or 
Natal, when sent via Marseilles, will be chargeable with a total rate of 
10d. per 4 0z. Officers’ letters addressed to British Columbia, Vaacou- 
ver’s Island, or Honduras, being sent through the United S ates, will be 
chargeable with a total rate of 8d. per 4 0z.; and officers’ letters for 
Bermuda will be liable to the same rate of 8d. per 4 oz. when sent via 
New York. The superscription of each letter must specify the rank and 
regiment, corps, or detachment in which the officer to whom the letter is 
addressed is serving, or the depariment to which he belongs. 

Cuiwa Grass.—Those who have been looking forward to the time when 
this article would rank amongst the staples exported from China will be 
disappointed to learn that the demand for it has nearly ceased. So long 
as high prices were maintained for cotton, wool, and silk, it was taken for 
mixing with these fibres, and prices reached £85 to £90 per ton for best 
white, and £70 to £75 per ton for best green, which we believe to be 
about its cost laid down ingEngland ; but since the fall in the value of the 
above-named fibres our manufacturers do not appear to have found any 
fabric in which they can satisfactorily introduce it. Although the stocks 
are now very low, as probably in Liverpool and London not more than 
250 to 300 tons of white and green inclusive can be found, we hear that 
China Grass is offering at £50 per ton for fair white, and £35 per ton for 
common green, without inducing business. The transactions of the past 
eighteen months seems to have been confined to little odd lots sold at about 
present quotations, to close shipments. 

Tug Lasuan Coat Company.—The case of this company came before 
the Master of the Rolls again on the 25th, when an order was made to. set 
aside a sum to meet the claims arising in respect of the steamer Jfona. 
We understand it was also arranged that the business of the company 
should be carried on for a stated period, to afford opportunity for a sale of 
the property, or for some new arrangement to be entered into by the 
shareholders.

Rorrerpax, Nov. 28. 

The general discussions about the Budget have been brought to an end 
in two sittings; they were very short, but, nevertheless, very acute, 
and the opposition is nearly general with regard to the behaviour of the 
Ministers of the financial department, that of foreign affairs, and last, 
not least, the colonial department. The debate about the Budget of 
Mr. Van Zuylen has now begun, and it was so smart, s0 severe, and the 
Minister has answered in such a manner that I think it impoasible that it 
wil pass, Perhaps the fate of it will be decided on Monday next. The 
position of the cabinet is, in the meanwhile, critical in the highest degree. 

A general bitterness prevails amongst the Catholics, in consequence of the 
behaviour of the Liberal papers when speaking of the Pope. I have already 
told you that a great many young men started and still start to Rome, 
with the purpose of being enrolled amongst the Papal zouaves. The papers 
now are warning them that by doing so they lose their rights as Dutch- 
men. This offends the Catholics, and they are now organising demon- 
strations against the non-Catholic papers—the more so because they speak 
about the Roman affairs in a manner which they do not like. That the 
excitement is general may be proved by the fact that in a few days 
80,000f. was subscribed by the Catholics, through an appeal made by 
the Tyd, on behalf of the Pope. 

Several traders connected with Japan commerce have addressed 
themselves again to the Second Chamber of the States General, claiming 
that they should be indemnified for the losses they sustained by the late 
war. 

The rumour that our actual Minister for Foreign Affairs should be 
appointed Ambassador at the Court of St. James’s is eontradicted. 

It causes generally a good deal of satisfaction that the condition of our 
East Indian colonies hecomes more and more known abroad. Without 
any duubt, the translation of the May Havelaar in the Revue Moderne 
will tend to increase this knowledge; indeed, Mr. Nieuwenhuis dese: ves 
thanks for his translation.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HamBura, Nov. 23. 

A learned Theban—by name Franz Maurer—has just published a 
pamphlet at Berlin recommending Prussia to take and colonise the Nicobar 
Islands, as a central pivot for the further extension of German territory 
in the Far East. It is true that the group in question are only inhabited 
by savages, but experience sbows they are of a very warlike character, 
and it would cost a deal of money and trouble to subdue them. Besides, 
they produce nothing but cocoanuts, a few cargoes of which are annually 
fetched from Penang and Singapore ; and as the islands are totally clothed 
with impenetrable jungle, it is impossible to say if the soil is adapted for 
cultivation by colonists, especially by raw Germans without any colonial 
experience of a tropical climate. At the end of the last century the 
Danish Government took possession of the group, and sent out a dozen 
Moravian missionaries ; but partly from the unhealthiness of the situation 
they selected, and partly from the hostility of the natives, they all came 
to grief, and only two returned to tell the sad tale of their misfortunes. After 
this disaster the group was formally abandoned, the Danish flag being hauled 
down by the commander of the corvette sent out from Europe for that purpose. 
After the return or the Novara expedition it was under the consideration 
of the Austrian Government to take possession of those islands, but they 
appear to have thought better of it—certain it is that if the plan was 
ever seriously entertained it was never executed. Thornton’s Gazetteer 
says that the Nicobar Islands are comprised in the territory belonging to 
the English East India Company, and which has now reverted to the 
Crown; the natives hoist the Union Jack, and have placed themselves 
under British protection. 

When the late Colonel von Siebold died in October last year he had 
just concluded an agreement with the Bavarian Government for the pur- 
chase of the valuable museum of Japanese works of art and other curio- 
sities that he had spent a great part of his life in collecting, for the sam 
of 60,000 florins under the condition that it should bear his name, but 
he died before the transfer was completed. Nevertheless, the collection 
was handed over to the Government of Bavaria, and by them removed 
from Wurtzburg, where the colonel resided during the latter period of his 
life, to Munich, and placed in one of the galleries surrounding the Hof- 
garten. In consequence of the depressed state of the Bavarian finances 
that occurred subsequently—the war indemnity to Prussia alone was 80 
millions of florins, or £2,500,000—the Finance Minister would not take 
upon himself the responsibility of placing such a large sum as 60,000 
florins on the estimates, however desirable the acquisition of the collection 
might be for a capital where so much is done for the cultivation of the 
arts and liberal sciences; and negotiations were opened with the heirs of 
the deceased colonel, which have just terminated in a fresh arrangement 
by which the Government retain possession of the Siebold Museum and 
agree to pay the original price though not in one sum, but in yearly 
instalments of 5,000 florins each year with interest till the debt is totally 
liquidated. 

The collection consists of eight divisions, containing collectively more 
than three thousand different objects, viz.: 1. Numerous articles illustra- 
tive of the Japanese religious worship, such as pictures and statues of 
their deities, partly of bronze, but for the greater part carved in wood and 
gilt, sacrificial altars, vases, candalabras, bells, praying desks, sacerdotal 
robes, prayer-books, &c. 2. A collection of Japanese coins, above 1,200 
in number, in bronze, copper, silver, and gold, arranged chronologically 
and extending over the period of more than two thousand ° years—from 
B.c. 221 to A.p. 1862. 3. Books, paintings, works of art, and maps, 
giving a good idea of the present state of civilisation in Japan. 4. 
Lacquer-ware on wood and copper, manufacturers of straw, ivory, tor- 
toise-shell, silk, ornamental garments, &c. 5. Weapons, armour, and 
horse-furniture. 6. Miscellaneous objects and curiosities. 7. Different 
sorts of paper and articles made of that material. 8. Raw produce. Col. | 
von Siebold collected these valuable curiosities during his last residence in 
Jeddo (1859 and 1860), and it was only in consequence of his intimate 
relations with the Shiogoon and his status as political agent of the King 
of the Netherlands that he was enabled to export them, especially those 
articles relating to religious observances, which are strictly prohibited from 
being sent out of the country

THE MAIL CONTRACT. 

THE terms of the new contract entered into by Her Magsegsty's 
Government with the P. and O. Company (particulars of the 
future working of which we gave in our last issue) have now been 
laid before Parliament ; the matter, however, has not yet been 
discussed in the House of Commons. The Parliamentary paper 
contains also the negotiations which led to the conclusion of this 
contract, the terms of which may be briefly summed up as fol- 
lows :—The Peninsular and Oriental Company engage to convey 
the mails to and from India and China, including a weekly mail 
to Bombay, and a fortnightly one to China and Japan, for a 
subsidy of £400,000 per annum during a period of twelve years, 
Should the dividend of the company in any year exceed 8 per 
cent., it is stipulated that one-fourth of the excess shall be 
credited tothe Treasury ; and in case of the dividend falling 
below 6 per cent. from “causes not within the company’s con- 
trol,” the. subsidy will be increased by the amount of the 
deficiency. 

The series of papers commences with a memorial from the 
directors of the company to the ‘lreasury, setting forth their 
“surprise and alarm” at the overtures said to have been made 
to the French Company, and pointing out the injustice of 
placing them in competition with what, in fact, is an orga- 
nised branch of the French navy. Mr. Hunt, on behalf of the 
Treasury, states in reply to this that “ H.M.’s Government 
“ felt it their duty to open the service to public competition 
*¢ without reference to nationality,” thus evading the charge of 
having made direct overtures to the Messageries Imperiales. 
But Mr. Howe, (Secretary to the P. and O. Company), 

' would not allow the matter to be set aside so easily, and wrote 
again, pointedly taxing the Government with “having made 
“a special communication through the British Minister in Paris, 
‘“‘ inviting the French company to execute a postal service with 
“China and Japan once every four weeks.” This remained 
unanswered ; the Treasury being unable to deny an act they 
were apparently ashamed of, took refuge in an undignified 
silence. 

To this episode succeeded some comparatively uninteresting 
correspondence between the PostTMasTER-GENERAL and the 
Treasury, terminating in the announcement that but one tender 
had been received by the former for the proposed contract— 
Damely, that of the P. and O. Company, which offered to per- 
form a complete service for six years, for the round sum of 
half a million sterling per annum. This sum—a very round 
sum indeed it appeared at first, when compared with the former 
subsidy of £230,000—was demurred to. On the part of the 
Government it was contended that the original terms of the 
service had not been insufficient. As the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company had been dividing up to the year 1866 a 
minimum of 7 per cent. profit, they could not have been doing 
a bad business, and as the Post-office actually lost by its bar- 
gain, or, in other words, as the amount received for postage did 
not cover the cost of carrying the letters, it was obvious to 





infer that the terms could not prudently be raised. But 
the company showed cause against these arguments. Its 


business had recently declined, and its dividend had failed. 
The competition of the French line bad carried away a share 
of the traffic (which of itself was falling off), and the expenses

of the service, especially in the oost of fuel, bad greatly in- 
creased. Under these circumstances, the directors thought 
that a payment at the rate of 10s. per mile was necessary for 
&remunerative performance of the service in future. This was 
admitted to be a large advance upon the terms previously sub- 
sisting, but the directors expressed their confidence by offering 
to open their books and estimates without reserve to the Post- 
office authorities. The offer was accepted, and Mr. ScupamonrE, 
one of the assistant secretaries of the department, was deputed 
to conduct the inquiry and report his conclusions. After a 
careful examination of the sompany’s books Mr. ScypamorE 
found the calculations on which their offer was based 
to be just; but found them willing to abate oner 
fifth of their demand, if the duration of the contract were 
extended from six years to twelve. Eventually the con- 
ditions above specified were agreed to, Mr. ScUDAMORE express- 
ing his satisfaction with them in these terms :—“ The question 
“cannot be dealt with on commercial principles, because the 
“conditions of the postal service compel the contractors to 
“ disregard commercial principles. If they were guided solely 
“ by commercial principles, the Peninsular and Oriental Com- 
“pany would not sail as many ships in the dull as in the brisk 
“season ; would not sail on fixed days, when by sailing a little 
“ sooner or later they could secure a good freight; would not 
“go at full speed when half speed would serve their turn ; and 
‘would build no bigger and no better ships than their trade 
‘absolutely required. For the sake of keeping up such a com- 
“ munication with the East asthe nation requires, they must 
‘set commercial principles at defiance, and, cost what it may, 
“the nation must either pay them what they lose thereby, or 
‘forego the communication.” 

While these negotiations were pending, the company, with a 
praiseworthy determination not to be bullied, forwarded a 
“memorandum ” to the CHANCELLOR or the Exckryuz:, statin 
that the directors felt they had reason to complain of the 
manner in which their first offer had been dealt with, it having 
been denounced in the House of Commons, and consequently 
to the world at large, as “ exorbitant and inadmissible,” but 
without any explanation of the facts by which it was justified. 
In this memorandum the Secretary points out— 

“That the cost of the company’s navigation is nearly 40s. per mile 
leaving after deduction of even the 10s. (considered exorbitant), three- 
fourths of that cost to be obtained from freight and passage money, sources 
now being much reduced by the competition of the French Company. 

*¢ That the 10s. per mile is scarcely more than half the rate of subsidy 
paid by the French Government to that company with which the Penin- 
sular and Oriental Company have to compete, and that is only 6d. per 
mile above that paid by the British Government to the West India Mail 
Company, namely 9s. 6d. per mile for a service in which the cost of fuel 
and other items of expense are very considerably less than those required 
for the performance of the India and China service. 

“‘ That the annual income required to enable the Peninsular and Oriental 
Company to cover its expenditure, and to yield a moderate dividend to its 
shareholders, is about two millions and a half sterling, and that therefore the 
amount they receive for the postal service is but asmall proportion of this 
sum.” 


with other statements equally cogent and indisputable; to 
which no reply or justification seems to have been attempted. 
Clearly, in all cases where Mr. Hows t and the Government 
have come into collision, ** My Lords” have had the worst of it. 

The arrangement by which the company is guaranteed a 
minimum dividend of 6 per cent., while one-fourth of any 
excess over 8 per cent. is claimed by the Post-oflice, virtually 
establishes a partnership between that Department and the 
company, and appears to us the undesirable result of a very 
undignified process of bargaining. It is clearly beneficial to 
the company, for its shareholders are assured of a permanently 
remunerative dividend, while they cannot be called on to 
relinquish even 1 per cent. of their profits until the surplus 
reaches 12 per cent. Instead of giving the company an advan- 
tage in this way, it appears to us that a more straightforward 
and dignified course would have been to increase the subsidy 
say to £450,000; even at the expense of having a larger 
figure to put in the estimates. Mr. Scupamorg, however, 
seems to think this clause will be a profitable one to the 
Post-office, for he says— 


‘' [believe that if the arrangement which I have sketched out be adopted, 
it will be fair to the Post-office and tothe company. I think that the 
maximum payment to the company will be £400,000, for I do not believe 
that their dividend fund will ever fail to produce 6 per cent. But, as no 
more than £26,000 are needed to produce £1 per cent. of dividend, it will 
follow that if the dividend fund would only yield 5 per cent., we should 
have to pay £426,000, and that if it would only yield 4 per cent. we 
should have to pay £452,000. We should not have to pay £500,000, the 
sum which they asked at first, unless their dividend fund would only yield 
£2 per cent. 1 believe, however, that, as a rule, we should share profit 
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with them, and that our share would range from £12,000 to £25,000 per 
anoum. If wy view be correct, our payment to them would not be 
£400,000 per annum, but from £388,000 to £375 000 per annum.” ; 

The papers before us include an interesting statement in a 
tabular form (prepared by the Secretary to the Post-office) of 
the estimated expense of the new service, and the apportionment 
of the deficiency. To the £400,000 payable under the con- 

ract is added asum of £20,645 for “incidental expenses ;” 

so that after deducting £50,635 as chargeable to the Australian 
service, £370,012 is left as the total cost of the India, China, 
and Japan services. [By the way, this is without any provision 
for a possible contribution to make up a deficient dividend. ] 
Omitting the figures relating to India and the Mauritius, we 
find that the share of Ceylon is estimated at £8,385, of which 
only £2,383 is recovered in postage, leaving a deficit of 6,002, 
‘¢ which may be met either by raising the postage or requiring a 
“payment in aid from the Ceylon Government.” The China 
and Japan mails are charged with a total of £55,278, which, 
after deducting the postage received—2£22,065—leaves a loss 
of £33,213; regarding which, the Szorwrary says, “ The 
‘* postage could not be raised to meet this loss, ‘There are no 
“means at present of separating Hong Kong correspondence 
“from the mass, so that no idea can be formed of the sum 
“‘ which that colony should contribute; but the sum would 
“assuredly be small.” Then follows a suggestion that £10,000 
each should be levied on Ceylon and Hong Kong—a proposition 
that will not find much favour in either of those colonies. 

A proposal on the part of the Government to abolish the 
lines between Bombay and Galle, and Galle, Madras, and Cal- 
cutta, was rejected by the company on the ground of the 
necessity of making use of the company’s extensive repairing 
establishment at Calcutta and Bombay to keep their vessels in 
efficient order. A few other facts will complete our explanation, 


which we have endeavoured ta render as..concise as possible. 
The Austrultan mails will start once every four weeks, not fort- 


nightly, as we inadvertently stated in our last issue. The 
steamers will not call at Penang, as it is anticipated that in 
future there will be a local service between that port and 
Singapore ; and they will remain only twelve hours at the latter 
port. And finally, the time-tables will be based on an average 
speed of ten knots an hour on this side of Alexandria, and nine 
and a-half knots on all lines eastward of Suez. 


THE ANGLO-INDIAN TELEGRAPH. 

In our issue of the 8th July last we published the prospectus 
of this company, which was started for the purpose of establish- 
ing a direct and independent line of telegraph to India, via 
Egypt, on a plan based on the recommendations of the Select 
Committee which last year sat, under the presidency of Mr. 
CRAWFORD, to inquire into the questions of postal and telegraphic 
communication with India. On the 13th of August we again 
referred to this subject, and, comparing the merits of various 
rival schemes, poiuted to the Anglo-Indian Company as the one 
most likely to achieve success. Since then however the under- 
- taking has languished, not from any inherent weakness or 
demerit of its own, but owing to the distrustful and apathetic 
condition of the public mind, which has rendered it most 
difficult to procure support for any new enterprise, however 
legitimate or promising. To overcome this difficulty, the 
projectors wisely resulved to endeavour to obtain a guarantee 
from Government, which it was felt could not fail to remove ali 
obstacles in the way of raising the necessary capital. A 
memorial has accordingly been addressed to Sir STAFFORD 
Nogracore, the Secretary of State for India, asking Her Maszsry’s 
Government “to support the undertaking by a guarantee of 
“interest at the rate of five per cent. per annum on a capital of 
“one million sterling, to be applied to the special purpose of 
* establishing the proposed line, upon the understanding that the 
“company shall lease the Persian Gulf line from the Indian 
“ Government, at a rental of 5 per cent. per annum on the cost 
“of its construction, and adopt as between itself and Her 
“ MaJEsty’s Government the liability of relieving the exchequer 
“ of the burden of the Red Sea annuities, amounting to £36,000 
“per annum, the company accepting the same as a first charge 
“ upon the net profits from the working of the lines.” 

It is satisfactory to find that the cause of the company is 
‘warmly supported by a large number of influential merchants 
_in the India and China trade, who have themselves addressed 

a letter to Sir StrarrorD NorrHooTE pointing out the advantages 
of the proposed line, and strongly urging the Government to 
accede to the very moderate request of the memorial above 
quoted. The letter concludes thus :—“ Considering the magni- 
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“tude of the political, social, and other interests than those of 
“ commerce, which are bound up in the maintenance of the 
“ existing relations between this country and India, we humbly 
‘“* submit that the policy of establishing a complete and effective 
“ syatem of telegraphic communication, such as that suggested, 
“ may be advocated upon grave and important grounds of an 
‘“ Imperial ~haracter, and we pray, therefore, that the proposal 
“ may receive the earnest and favourable consideration of Her 
‘“* Masesty’s Government.” 


Among the signatures to this letter 
we observe, besides the names of RormscHILD and Sons, Craw- 


FORD, Cotvin and Co., &c., the following firms more specially 


connected with China :—Maraeson and Co., F. Huts, AsHton 
and Co., T. A. GiBB and Co., Brown, SHIPLEY and Co.,GREGSON . 
and Co., Harvey, BRanD, and Co., J. W. Cater, Sons, and Co., 
H. W. Eaton and Sons, and GuepstaNr’s and Co., as well as 
the P. and O. Company, and the following banks :—Oriental, 
Chartered Mercantile, Chartered of India, and Comptoir 
d’Escompte. The question, we understand, will be submitted 
to Parliament before any definite reply is given to the memorial ; 
and there are few of our readers, we believe, who will not join 
with us in hoping for a speedy and favourable decision. 


THE NEW CHINESE UNIVERSITY. 

Our readers, or at least a considerable number of them, will 
probably be surprised by the title which we have affixed to this 
article. Truth, however, is often stranger than fiction, and as 
if in illustration of the old adage, the Chinese Government has 
entered upon a course which the most sanguine believers in the 
destiny of nations could not have anticipated, and which must 
for ever close the mouths of those who love to assert the inca- 
pacity of the Chinese race for beneficial change and advance. 
Under the influence of the present Inspector General of Cus- 
toms many important improvements have from time to time 
been introduced into the administration of foreign affairs, the 
old barriers to progress have been gradually removed, and the 
minds of the members of the Regency have been accustomed 
to foreign modes of thought and foreign principles of action. 
The diplomatic representatives at the Court of Peking have 
sedulously fostered every tendency to advance as it was mani- 
fested, and well-meant aid, honestly tendered and faithfully 
supplied, has proved that our designs upon China are not 
such as were originally supposed, but that we desire to raise 
her to an equality with ourselves, and make her worthy of 
@ more equal alliance than she now enjoys. Up-hill work 
it doubtless was, and often must those most interested in the 
emancipation of the empire from the trammels of prejudice hava 
despaired of ever reaching the wished-for object. Some hope 
was excited when a solitary native here and there repaired to 
Europe or America to study Western law, and bring his ex- 
perience to bear upon his countrymen. But anticipations 
based upon these unfrequent occurrences were doomed to dis- 
appointment. Young men educated in European colleges were 
simply denationalised, and, without becoming good Europeana, 
were transformed into bad Chinese. Their ignorauce of the 
literature of their own country exposed them to contempt, 
while their affectation of superiority laid them open to sus- 
picion. Incapable of competing for the degrees, through which 
only is admission to be gained to the offices of the State, they 
were excluded from every position wherein their newly-acquirod 
information could be put to practical use. So far, then, it was 
evident that to encourage the education of Chinese in Western 
schools was but to cast another stumbling block in the road 
along which we were endeavouring to urge the nation. To 
Mr. Hart it at once suggested itself—Why not educate Chinese 
in China, combine native with foreign learning, and endeavour 
to turn out men versed in modern science, but also fitted by lite- 
rary attainments to fill magisterial offices, to become provincial go- 
vernors, and perhaps eventually presidents of boards? The concep- 
tion was admirable, but the difficulties to be surmounted before it 
could be carried into effect seemed positively hopeless. Gradually 
but surely they were smoothed away, and now the Imperial 
University stands an accomplished fact. The doors of the 
Peking College are already open and the courses of instruction 
have actually commenced. It is well worth remarking that at 
the jirst matriculation examination, held-on the 31st June, 
before any judgment other than one @ priori could have been 
formed regarding the merits of the scheme, thirty candidates 
were admitted, some of whom were Chin shi, some Chii jen, and 
some Hsiu tsai. That literary graduates of the third, second, 
and first grades should voluntarily submit to instruction at the 
hands of European professors proves conclusively aot only that 
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the old established prejudices are fast disappearing, but that a 
conviction has obtained ground that the road to public dis- 
tinction lies through the college. The scheme bears the most 
minute examination. In it a just place is given to native 
learning, the studies are persecuted under the superintendence 
of a Minister of State, to whose history we shall presently 
refer, and the centre of instruction is at Peking, removed from 
all exclusively foreign influences, and subject to the direct su- 
pervision of those most interested in maintaining the integrity 
of the institutions of the empire. The Provost is Sku Ks-ru, 
who was formerly governor of Fuhkien, and who was degraded 
some twenty years ago for compiling a little work on geo- 
graphy. He is now an octogenarian, but the interest he once 
took in Western affairs has grown with his years, while his 
influence is very great among the Liberal party. 

4As to the curriculum of study, about which our academic 
readers will naturally be curious, we have littletosay. Indeed, 
it speaks for itself, and recommends itself by its comprehensive- 
ness, and especially by its subordination to practical uses. The 
stadents will learn English or French, and in both these lan- 
guages lectures will be delivered upon the several branches 
taken up. The classes will therefore be double—on one side 
English or American professors directing the studies, upon the 
other Frenchmen or Germans. After a thorough acquaintance 
with either English or French shall have been acquired, the 
students will come under the charge of the Professors of the 
Experimental, Mathematical, and Political Sciences. Having 
passed through an extensive course in each of these subjects 
the general education of the students will be considered as com- 
pleted, and special subjects will then be introduced. These 
latter will include Civil Engineering, Surgery, Astronomy, Inter- 
national Law, and others, according to the taste of each student. 
It is difficult to conceive a scheme more elaborately finished in 
its detnils, more general in its scope. The whole civilised 
world has a stake in its success, and we are, in truth, much mis- 
taken if every support be not given to it by the Govern- 
ments of European States. Diplomatic difficulties, as 
the expression is understood in China, will disappear 
as the parties to a negotiation learn to refer their principles to 
@ common standard of right and justice, compulsion will cease, 
for it will no longer be necessary, and although misunderstand- 
ings must from time to time inevitably arise, and war may 
again cloud the scene of Eastern relations, this at least is cer- 
tain, that these calamities are rendered less likely to occur as 
the morale of the Chinese nation is raised nearer and nearer to 
a level with our own. It is hardly presumptuous to risk a 
glance into the future, and contemplate the condition of China 
twenty years hence, when the College at Peking shall have 
given to the public service some hundreds of perfectly educated 
men with their native sympathies unimpaired but infinitely 
refined. In the provinces we shall then find nuclei of civilisa- 
tion—in every large city a preparatory school—in every dis- 
trict a body of enquiring men. Moral training does not always 
march hand-in-hand with intellectual culture, but we may hope 
much from the all-pervading influence of intelligent public 
opinion. We find it hard to avoid conjuring up what to some 
may appear too flattering and highly coloured a picture, yet if 
the scheme be carried out to the extent evidently designed by 
its projector there is no necessary limit to the good it may 
accomplish. Of course difficulties will be encountered ; but 
difficulties are made to be overcome. We cannot reason- 
ably expect that a change so radical, albeit so salutary—a 
revolution so much more thorough than any mere political 
convulsion could bring about—is to be effected by mere con- 
triving and talking. There must be clever heads, honest hearts, 
and ready bands to meet— nay, more, to anticipate—obstacles, 
and make of them stepping stones to further aud higher aims. 
The sketch that we have given above implies the highest 
eulogium which we can pass upon the exertions of Mr. Harr. 





PROGRESS IN CEYLON. 

Jupatra from the address delivered by Sir Hercures 
Rostnson at the opening of the Legislative Council, the colony 
of Ceylon appears to be steadily advancing towards a prosperous 
future. When we take into consideration the universal de- 
pression in commercial affairs, both at home and abroad, 
throughout the whole of last year, and the consequent low quo- 
tations ruling during that period for colonial produce, it is a 
matter for surprise that Ceylon has been enabled to produce so 
favourable a balance-sheet. In the first place, the colony must 
be congratulated upon the possession of a railway, which by 
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rendering the means of communication more certain and 
effeciive, cannot fail to add greatly to the advancement of both 
commercial and agricultural interests, The estimated cost of 
this undertaking, however, reaching the large sum of £23,300 
per mile, appears to us enormously heavy; in fact, we cannot 
call to mind any instance where a colonial railway has required 
so large an expenditure of capital for its construction. We 
should have imagined that £4,000 per mile would be the 
utmost limit of the cost, even had the line been carried out in 
the costly way in which railways are usually constructed in this 
country, where two-thirds of the capital is expended merely 
to secure the command of the remainder. We also per- 
ceive that it is in contemplation to entrust the exten- 
sion of the line to Grampola to the Public Works Depart- 
ment, a course of procedure which we strongly deprecate. 
Estimates for works of this description can never be made, even 
by an engineer, with absolute certainty a3 to the ultimate cost, 
and we are of opinion that a much safer course would be to 
invite contracts for the necessary works in the customary 
manner. If the Government persists in its endeavours to 

out the undertaking, the expense will in all probability far 
exceed the original estimate, and there will then remain but 
the choice of two evils; either the entire abandonment of the 
scheme, or the issue of debentures to an extent far beyond the 
limits which prudence would dictate. We perceive that the 
Crown Agents for the Colonies have already invited tenders for 
£100,000 six per cent. debentures, redeemable at par in 
sixteen years, which is stated to be the final instalment 
of £700,000 issued for the construction of the original 
line from Kandy to Colombo. The policy of imposing an 
additional burden upon the revenue by a further issue of 
debentures to cover the cost of the new branch is, in our 
opinion, an extremely doubtful one. There is another subject 


to which there ia uo allnsian made in the address of his 
EXcELLENCY, but which is, notwitbstanding, one of the leading 


topics of interest in Ceylon affairs ; we refer to the pressure of 
the present system of taxation upon the agricultural classes. 
Complaints have from time to time reached this country of the 
excessive duties levied upon imported grain, and it is high 
time that some remedial measure was brought forward. Agri- 
culture in the colony, so far as the cultivation of grain is con- 
cerned, has been the reverse of progressive, and the quantities 
produced are every year becoming less and still less, Into the 
circumstances which have brought about this result it is not 
our present intention to enter, but it is sufficiently obvious 
that a different system of taxation must be adopted without 
delay ; or if this cannot be done a scheme of retrenchment will 
have to be brought forward and carried out. Railways which 
entail the expenditure of a million and a half sterling must cease 
to appear among the items of expenditure, and the estimates for 
public buildings must be cut down with unsparing economy. 
The progressive sentiments contained in the closing sentences 
of the address are admirably expressed, but the Government 
must increase the revenues of the colony by legitimate means, 
aud cease in its endeavours to secure advancement by the im- 
position of an unpopular and oppressive system of taxation. 


THE CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANE. 

The half-yearly meeting of the Chartered |Mercantile Bank 
was held on the 19th inst., when the accounts and report, 
noticed in a previous issue, were read by the secretary, Mr. 
Ormiston. The chairman, Mr. G. G. Nicol, remarked that 
although no formal resolutions would have to be submitted, he 
was glad to lay before the shareholders some informatiun as to 
the position of the bank. He regretted that the estimate of 
the losses made at the end of last year had proved insufficient, 
and that this year’s profits would, to a large extent, be absorbed 
in squaring them off. It would serve no good purpose to name 
the houses by whom the losses had been chiefly made, as they 
were well known. He considered that satisfactory as their 
business had been this year, it had been much curtailed by the 
four months’ usance for bills in India and China, and he esti- 
mated the difference had been quite £30,000. He still con- 
sidered the four months’ term safer, and their bank would 
always give a preference to it in negotiating bills. Con- 
sidering that nineteen Indian banks had succumbed, he thought 
they had not done badly; and with regard to the present 
Managers, they were all highly satisfactory, and not to be 
blamed for the losses of the firms in India and China. In re- 
ply to a shareholder, he stated that all the losses would cer- 
tainly be provided for in this year without touching the reserve

fund, and that a dividend would be declared for the 1st Jauuary 
next. The amount of Royal Bauk credits held was only £13,000 

and of cotton bills £100,000, but all were drawn by undoubted 
houses. Their loss by Balfour and Co., Calcutta, and Small 
and Co., London, had been already provided for. With respect 
to the reports circulated, the bank was too strong to notice or 
care for them. They might have heard it reported that this 
bank was indebted to the London Joint-Stock Bank £300,000 ; 
but so far from that being the case they had the return week 
by week, and up to last night this bank was £330,000 to 
the good, so that would show what these reports were worth. 
(Cheers.) He had also heard reports that the directors had 
jobbed in the shares to keep them up, but there was not the 
slightest foundation in the report, for since the bank was 

transferred from Bombay to London not a single share had been 
purchased by the directors, directly or indirectly, to influence 
the market one way or other. The shares found their proper 
_ legitimate value, and there they remained. On the motion of 
Mr. Balfour, a vote of thanks was passed to the chairman and 
directors, and the proceedings terminated. The report and 
balance-sheet will be found in another column. 

The meeting of the shareholders in the Chartered Mercantile 
Bank draws attention to the insolvent estates now current. The 
chairman, in reference to Messrs. Robert Smith and Co., and 
Messrs. Finlay, Campbell and Co., said :— 

‘¢ The shareholders would remember that at the last meeting he stated 
that a house in China had failed, by which the bank had incurred probably 
considerable loss. That actually did take place, as the securities which 
the directors at the time estimated were good for the amount had realised 
less. The shareholders would also remember that he had stated that the 
directors had also over-estimated the bad debts in Bombay by £20,000. 
That, he was sorry to say, had proved fallacious. The principal Joss arose 
from a firm which he need not name, as it was known, no doubt, to all the 
gentlemen present. At the last meeting he (the chairman) was asked whe- 
ther the directors had provided for everything, and he replied that they had, 
and at the tima ha wee perfectly jnatisod In saylug su, for errangements 
bad hees made by the House in Bombay to which he had referred to carry 
on for two years, assigning to the creditors the profits for the two years. 
Bat since then the arrangements had fallen through, and an amount would 
have to be written off on account of that loss, but what the amount would 
be he could not at present say. The directors were watching it narrowly, 
and, as one of the directors was also a trustee of the estate, they might 
depend upon every attention being given to the subject.” 


THE LABUAN COMPANY, LIMITED. 

One of the provisions of the Limited Liability Act takes 
the form of a gross injustice to the directors and share- 
holders in the ‘‘ China Steam Ship and Labuan Coal 
“Company.” This company, it appears, with a view to re- 
duce the amount of the shares from £20 to £15, and to alter 
its title, placed its affairs in liquidation under the voluntary 
supervision of the Court of Chancery, the latter being simply 
& nominal matter, in order to comply with legal forms. The 
directors have now found, however, that this process has de- 
prived them of all power, and opened the door to discontented 
shareholders to upset the whole affair and inflict ruin on the 
company, which has made a vast outlay during the past ten 
years in bringing the mines to proper working order. 
The mal-contents in this case are not of the class usually 
denominated “ wreckers,” who make as much plunder out of 
the funerals of companies aos the birth, but are men of first- 
rate position, the Messrs. Larrp, shipbuilders, of Birkenhead, 
who hold some 150 shares, on which the calls are, however, 
not paid, besides some debentures obtained (we believe) in satis- 
faction of their claims for the steamers which they built. Now, 
considering that these gentlemen were the first to benefit by 
the old company, we think it most unreasonable conduct on their 
part to take the proceedings they. have, and in consequence 
of which Lord Romy has refused his sanction to the pro- 
posed reconstruction of the company, and insists that it should 
be absolutely wound up by the realisation of all its property. 
This is nothing short of a scandal on the working of the law, 
and one of the greatest pieces of injustice ever inflicted on 
shareholders. How the Messrs. Lamp can have lent them- 
selves to such a transaction is certainly an enigma, and it 
appears to us that some motive must exist in the nature of a 
grievance which the public are not aware of, and it would be 
certainly more satisfactory if the facts were made known. 

“ Sir,—It is not generally known that the British colony of Labuan was 
established in December, 1846, in order to become a coal depot for steam 
navigation, a harbour of refuge for ships disabled in the China seas, and as 
being in a commanding position in the event of a naval war. 

“The island lies on the north-east coast of Borneo, 700 miles from 
Singapore and 1,000 from Hong Kong, and is the only other British port 
of refuge within the wide limits of the China seas. 

“ Its name, derived from the Malay ‘ Laboo,’ or Anchor, describes how 
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well it is adapted to bea place of resort for shipping either to or from 
Chioa; and as, in place of its being merely a coal depot, it has proved to 
be one great coalfield, the island may well be deemed an important addi- 
tion to the British Empire. 

“‘ The Colonial Government, however, has taken no other steps to dee 
velop the valuable resources of the island than that of granting leases to com- 
panies, which have thereby been successively encouraged to expend upwards 

1£3U0,000 in securing to the country, with the hope of a fair profit to them- 
selves, the advantage inestimable in these days of steam-propelled shipping, 
of an inexhaustible supply of first-rate steam coal at the spot where it was 
most needed. 

“ After struggling with many difficulties, the company has now come 
pleted works which admit of a daily supply of from 200 tv 300 tons of 
valuable steam coal. The company, in order to legalise a proposed reduo- 
tion of eapital from £20 to £15 per share, now no longer possible, was 

laced last year in ‘liquidation,’ and in consequence of some small share- 
folders objecting to pay calls, ‘ under supervision of the Court.’ The com- 
pany has consequently been obliged to ask the Court's permission to send 
out its own funds to continue operations. This consent on the part of 
the Court has been refused, and the question remains whether the entire 
proper'y of the company is therefore to be sacrificed. 

“‘ Should this country again be involved in war with a naval Power, the 
value of the Labuan coal-fields as now developed cannot be over estimated, 
coal being contraband of war, and its supply for naval purposes from this 
country liable to dangerous interruptions. 

“During peace a sum equivalent to the entire cost of the Labuan 
Government establishment would be saved if 5,000 tons a year only were 
taken of Labuan coal by the navy at the island at 203. per ton, the 
stipulated rate. 

“Is it then fair that shareholders holding 150 out of more than 18,000 
shares should by their opposition in court have the power to extinguish 
the interest of their fellow-shareholders in a property on which they have 
expended so much, and a return for which appears at length to be within 
their grasp ?

VISIT OF THE SHIOGOON’S BROTHER TO MALTA. 


From Malta we have some account of a recent visit to that 
island by Prince Mimsovu-toyou, brother of the SHiogoon of 
Japan, The Provce had previously made a short stay in Italy, 
and was brought from Leghorn to Malta by H.M.S. Endymion. 
On his arrival Rear-Admiral KELuErr waited on him, and 
he shortly after left the ship under a Royal salute from 
the Endymion and, disembarking at tie Custom-house, pro- 
ceeded to visit his Excellency Sir Patrick Grant, at the 
palace. He was received with regal honours by the GovERNoR, 
and dined at the palace with all his suite, and in the afternoon 
winessed some target practice from Forts Ricasoli and St. 
Angelo. On the following day he paid a return visit to 
Admiral KELLErtT, who showed him over the naval arsenal, and _ 
the new naval dock in course of construction. A brilliant — 
reception was held by Lady Grant in the beautiful hall of 
St. Michael and St. George in the palace, which was splendidly 
fitted up for the occasion, followed by a grand banquet given 
in the spacious saloon containing the ancient armoury of the 
Knights, and other objects of historical interest. At the 
ranges at Pembroke Camp the Privog tried his skill as a 
rifleman, and proved himself by no means an indifferent shot. 
He is said to be very intelligent, and, like most of his country- 
men, to take a special interest in guns and gunnery. His visit 
to Malta was at the special invitation of Her Majesty the 
QUEEN, and instructions were given that he should be received 
with all the honours due to a Royal personage, which inetruc- 
tions have been fully carried out, and it is understood that he | 
expressed himself highly pleased with the attention he had 
met witk. The young Prince took his departure in the 
Endymion on the 17th for Marseilles, en rouée to Paris and 
London. 


THE SUEZ CANAL. 

A CORRESPONDENT who has just completed an examination of 
the works in progress between Ismailia and Suez sends us the 
following as the result of his observations :—‘* The ship canal — 
is so far finished to Ismailia (Lac Timsah) as to admit vessels 
drawing not more than eight feet. A small steamer intended 
for the transport service between Suez and Zoola came through 
on the 17th inst. She unshipped her screw in navigating the 
shoals near E] Guisr, but the work of deepening this part of the 
canal is progressing rapidly, and there will be no difficulty in 
navigating the canal with this class of vessels in a few months, 
From Ismailia to Suez the work is progressing favourably. The 
heavy blasting and cutting at Serapeum (the heaviest section 
on the whole work) being pushed with a force of about 7,000 
men and heavy machinery. M. Lessers, who is expected 
from Paris shortly, and the resident engineers express their de- 
termination and ability to complete the junction between the 
two seas by June, 1869, Passengers are now carried through 
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the canal by steam from Port Said to Ismailia in eight hours, 
and thence by dahbiak to Suez in ten to twelve more, In my 
opinion there are no difficulties to be encountered greater than 
have been already overcome, certainly none but what time and 
money will easily remove. Suez I found quite busy ; Alexan- 
dria unusually dull.” 


THE CASE OF MACKELLAR AND CO. 

Mucs surprise has been expressed here at the extraordinary 
nature of the decision given by Mr. Greson in the bank- 
ruptcy case of MackELLaR and Co., of Hankow (published 
at length in our last issue). Not only is it conveyed in 
language that reads more like a literal translation from some 
Chinese document than ordinary “ Queen's English,” but 
the judgment itself is unsound and unpractical in the extreme. 
An award of one-half of the “ profits, salary, emoluments, or 
“properties hereafter to be acquired by the bankrupts ” during 
& term of four years, exclusive of their family expenses, cannot, 
we should think, be very satisfactory to the creditors, more es- 
pecially when there seems to be no precise limit fixed to the said 
“family expenses.” Indeed, should it so please them, the 
partners in any firm thus dealt with may contentedly settle 
down for four years to some occupation such as will just pay 
their expenses, and in the meanwhile gather fresh strength 
and lay new plans to embark on another career similar to that 
which Messrs. MACKELLAR and Co. have just brought to such 
a@ brilliant close ; while the creditors will be no better off than 
they are now. To us it seems that the old-fashioned measure— 
& simple suspension of certificate—would have been the best after 
all. It is strange, by the way, that the decision (as published) 
only bears the signature of Mr. Gipson, as “J udge of the 
“Court,” although he had three assessors, Messrs. Price, Woop, 
and Ringer. Did they agree with the decision ?

Dlabal and Miltary, 


According to advices received by the Briton, the Cape had recovered 
its equanimity after the excitement of the Royal visit. The Duke of Edin- 
burgh left Simon’s Bay in the Galatea on the 2nd of October. His 
lengthened stay seemed to have passed off as agreeably to himself as it 
evidently did to the Cape people. The Prince during his stay mingled 
freely among all classes, and paid private as well as public visits to insti- 
tutions. He also made a careful inspection of the Breakwater works, and 
finally acknowledged the hospitality he had received by giving a return 
ball at Simonstown prior to his departure. This ball was in every way a 
princely return of those given to the Duke by the Governor, colonists, 
and military, and passed off with brilliant eclat. The Duke left Capetown 
finally on September 28. ; Ree 

The Army and Navy Gazette refers to the fact that a good deal of. gossip 
has reached this country from the Cape of Good Hope in reference to his 
Royal Highness the Duke of Edinburgh flying the standard of England 
on the occasion of his entering Simon’s Bay, in the presence of his senior 
officer, and thus expecting from the latter a salute, which, in fact, was due 
from the former. An’‘explanation, it is said, ensued, which led to the 
ordinary compliment being paid to Captain R. Purves frum the guns of the 
Galatea, and so the matter was settled; but, doubtless, the attention'of 
the Admiralty has been called to the subject, as, although the Duke is 
entitled to and will receive all the honours which are consistently due to a 
prince of the blood, it must be remembered that he is a captain in the 
Royal navy, and, as he is in command of one of her Majesty's ships, it is 
expected that he will comply with the rules of the service. 

The Crocodile, iron screw troop-ship, Captain George W. Watson, arrived 
in Portamouth harbour on the 21st from Alexandria, with a battalion of 
Rifle Brigade, and the 7th Dragoon Guards, military invalids, and time- 
expired men. : 

The Serapis, iron screw troop-ship, Captain John C. Soady, arrived at 
Spithead on the 21st from Alexandria, with military invalids and time- 
expired men. She came into Portsmouth harbour at noon, and discharged 
her invalids to Netley Hospital. 

The Royal Oak and Prince Consort, when off Lisbon, and not more 
than fifty miles from the port, were ordered by signals to “ proceed to 
Gibraltar, complete coals, give leave, and rejoin the Admiral at Lisbon 
without unnecessary delay.” There was a head wind at the time, and the 
Royal Oak had to use five out of her six boilers and then could only 
make six knots. At one time she was burning five tons of coal an hoar 
and scarcely making three knots. In order to reach Gibraltar to obtain 
800 tons of coals the Royal Oak expended 250 tons in addition, and the 
Prince Consort 185. No less than £587. 5s. was the cost of that little 
amusement, or adding the coat of the voyage back, £776. 5s. 

A gun has burst in one of the turrets of Her Majesty's ship Wivern, at 
Birkenhead. It was a 10 in. 124-ton smooth-bore. Practice was being 
made with spherical shot and 30 1b. powder charges at a target 1,500 yards 
distant, when the breech of the left-hand gun in the after turret was blown 
clean away from the tube, struck the buffer on the side of the turret, and 
fell on the floor between the rears of the two guns. The breech just 
grazed the legs of the man acting as captain of the turret at the time, but 
no one was really hurt, the explosion; although happening at the wrong 
end of the gun, occurring above the level of the men's heads in the turret, 
with the exception of the “captain.” The Lords have taken fright at the 
accident, and given orders that no more firing shall be made at present 
from the Wivern’s smooth-bores. The Dutch are exhibiting to us in the 
Channel a turret-ship perfectly armed with rifled 124-ton guns, mounted 
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on magnificent iron carriages and slides. We have spent thousands upon 
thou:ands of pounds sterling on ‘‘ committees” and their interminable 
experiments, but the British navy has no turret-ship with an armament 
equal to that of the Prins Hendrik, nor her equal in turret equipment, 
from the carriages and slides down to the minutest portion of the gear and 
fittings. The “battle of the guns,” about which so much has been 
written, has been of no advantage as yet to the few turret-sbips of our 
navy. 

On the 28rd, while some men were engaged in breaking up a number of 
condemned live shells at the back of the shell foundry in Woolwich 
Arsenal, an explosion of powder caused very considerable alarm and mis- 
givings throughout the arsenal, and people gathered tothe spot from every 
direction, making numberless inquiries. It was elicited that one of the old 
conical shells had partly undergone the operation of breaking up, when it 
was discovered that some of the contents, constituting the “live shell,” 
bad been overlooked, and that some 14]b. or 2lb. of powder still remained 
in the shell. ‘This was disposed of by casting a red-hot cinder into its 
midst, and the consequence above stated naturally followed, fortunately 
without injury. This was in the very centre of the manufacturing depart- 
ment, and occasioned manifest alarm and confusion. 

The following notice was posted at the entrance gates of Chatham Dock- 
yard on the 23rd:—" The following officer and men, invalided from Her 
Majesty’s ship Doris, were lost in the mail stesmer Rhone: —Dr. Henry 
Arnot, surg.; Isaac German, leading seaman; Charles Plet, A.B.; and 
apt anmly Hough, 88th company Woolwich Division Reyal Marine Light 

nfantry.” 

The pontoon raft provided for the Indian troopsbip Serapis, and fitted 
out under the supervision of Capt. W. R. Mends, C.B., Director of Trans- 
ports, was submitted to the necessary test in the river off Woolwich 
Arsenal, preparatory to its being despatched for shipment. The raft was 
hauled up to the landing stage at the boathouse, where a subdivision 
of the D battery B brigade Royal Horse Artillery, in command of Lieut. 
Rotbe, was drawn up for embarkation. By some mishap, probably owing 
to the slippery state of the stage, from which the tide was fast receding, 
one of the limbers got over the side, and caused some delay. The sub- 
division afterwards went on board, consisting of 30 men, 20 horses, 1 gun 
and waggon weighing four tons, and 12 dockyard men, the whole amount- 
ing to from 18 to 20 tons, The raft is composed of four cylindrical floats, 
each weighing 1} ton, and about 80ft. long, with a platform 26ft. by 80ft., 
and is easily disconnected and carried with safety. The total weight of the 


raft is about 18 tons, and it drew when thus loaded 1ft. Llio. of water. 
After a saveful eur vey, im whites Lieut, Blood, R.E., who attended on duty 


4e-om Chatham, took part, it was suggested that the buoyancy of the raft 


should be reduced by removing one of the pontoon floats, which would 


increase the steadiness of the raft, and add to its advantage. This was 


subsequently adopted. 


Monetary and Commerctal. 


No dividend has yet been declared on the estate of Messrs. 
Robert Smith and Co., or Finlay, Campbell, and Co., and the 
current opinion is that 2s. 6d. will be realised on the former 
and 7s. 6d. on the latter. Some opposing creditors in the latter 
case have accepted that as a compromise. In the estate of 
Messrs. Lindsay and Co. the final guaranteed dividend of 2s. 6d., 
completing 7s. 6d., will be paid by the guarantors in February 
next. There is no probability of the creditors getting any fur- 
ther sum, and we believe the estate will leave a heavy loss to the 
guarantors. In Buchanan, Hamilton, and Co.’s, Glasgow, and 
Jarvie, Thorburn, and Co.’s, Shanghai, estates, the dividend paid 
has been 8s. 6d., and another 1s. is expected. In Hamilton, Gray, 
and Co., of Singapore, and Buchanan, Hamilton, and Co., the 








dividend will be 12s, 8d., of which 10s, 8d. is paid. In Fletcher 


and Co.’s estate there are two classes of creditors, who will re- 
ceive 9s. 6d. and 13s. 6d. on the old firm. Creditors on 
Duncan Fletcher's estate 7s. 6d., and on the new firm 6s. 
About 2s. is now ready to be distributed, pending a reference 
to China. In the estate of Dow and Co. 2s. 6d. has been paid, 
and on Scott, Bell, and Co. 5s, Claimants who rank on the 
two estates will receive about 15s. 

With regard to the new Bank of Bombay, it is stated that 
Sir Stafford Northcote has come to the conclusion that the 
Government should not take shares in the new bank. He is, 
however, anxious to afford it such support as he can give con- 
sistently with this decision, and is in communication with the 
Governments of India and Bombay as to a plan of audit or 
inspection on the part of the Government, which, if accepted 
by the shareholders, would justify the Government in keeping 
its account at the bank. 

A recent telegram to Messrs. Matheson and Co. from their 
Calcutta correspondents reques!s a contradiction to be given 
to a statement current that the Bank of Bengal objects to 


‘do business with the new Bombay Bank if constituted. No 
_ regular branch of the Bank of Bengal has been opened in Bom- 


bay, only an agency. 
The biddings for bills on India took place on the 20th, at the 


.Bank of England. The amounts allotted were: —To Calcutta, 
£82,500; and to Madras, £17,500. 


The minimum price 
was fixed, as before, at 1s. 113d. on Calcutta and Madras. 
Tenders on these presidencies at the minimum will receive 
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about 49 per cent. ; those ahove will be allotted in full. No 
tenders were invited on Bombay. The result shows a diminu- 
tion in the demand for remittance to the East. 

The Silver market has become somewhat firmer this week 
from the downward tendency of the exchanges, as the Conti- 
nent is the only place where the metal is now shipped to 
there being no demand for the East. Bars are firm at 
5s. OZd. per ounce standard, and Mexican dollars at 4s. 10fd. 
to 4s. 1ld. per ounce, 

The Crown Agents for the Colonies have invited tenders for 
£100,000 Ceylon Government Six per Cent. Debentures, re- 
deemable at par in sixteen years. This is the final portion of 
an authorised issue of £700,000 for the construction of the 
railway from Colombo to Kandy. The security offered consists 
of the general revenue of the colony, with a special hypotheca- 
tion of the export duty on coffee (amounting to about £50,000 
@ year), and the net earnings of the railway. The tenders are 
to be sent in before the 30th inst. 

Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, third son of Biron Lionel de 
Rothschild, the head of the London firm of Rothschild, was 
admitted into that house on tke 21st inst, 

The failure has been announced of Messrs. Yates and Cork- 
ling, of Manchester, commission merchants, with liabilities esti- 
mated at about £40,000. The extent of business and credit 
of the firm was moderate. 

The decision of the Court in reference to the call of £10 on 
the shareholders of the Commercial Bank has been again 
postponed, until the 7th of December. We understand that 
the opposing shareholders rely on their right to oppose, on 
the clause in their charter that they are only liable for double 
the amount of capital, £25, when the ‘assets are insufficient 
for the payment of debts, and that a call should not be made 
until the assets are all realised. This would compel the liqui- 
dator to realise at once, at a great sacrifice. ‘lhe first call of 
£10 should realise £400,000, but we doubt if it will be worth 
more than half in these times, especially as a large number 
of shareholders are natives of Bombay. ‘Ihe creditors have 
only received 10s. at present, and the other 10s. appears very 
doubtful.

The following, on the cotton crop, is from the Circular of 


Measrs. Neill Bros, :— 

The crop accounts continue generally favourable. In some sections 
there have been rain storms which will do harm, but perfect weathcr was 
not to be expected, and, on the whole, it has been unusually good. There 
is, as yet, no appearance of frost, so that the crop has continued making 
except in certain districts, where all chance of a “ top-crop” was spoiled 
by the drought of August. In those districts the crop is made already, 
and in great part gathered. We still hear complaints, from sections where 
the crop is large, of deficiency in the supply of labour. But it is 
much more agreeable to hear of there being more cotton than labour 
than it would be to hear of more labour than cotton. It has 
long been a favourite Southern theory that the negroes are dying out, 
and we have heard estimates of a reduction of a million in thei: numbers 
since 1860. We have always contended against such ideas, and we are 
glad to have to-day from Washington the testimony on this point of 
General Howard, long chief of the iesdaess Bureau, and the highest 
authority on the subject. He says, commenting on the large negro vote 
polled in the recent elections:—‘ Carefully compiled statistics warrant 
the conclusion that the aggregate negro population of the United States 
has increased from 1860 to the present date. The decrease heretofore 
alleged was based, in part, on my report of December 21, 1866, which 
was estimated from very meagre statistics. It was more accurate in regard 
to the rural districts, and the lessened number of coloured persons found in 
those districts led to the inference that the whole number had decreased, 
without properly estimating constant change of location, large numbers 
having flocked to the cities north and south. The apparently diminished 
rate of increase of that population in the entire south is accounted for by 
emigration to all the Norien States. From this district alone more than 
10,000 bave gone north, and obtained homes and employment.” On the 
basis of the increase of negro population, from 1850 to 1860, General 
Howard estimates that at the close of the rebellion they numbered nearly 
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four millions and a-half. He adds:—‘‘ The negro population of the 
South, excepting a number of about 250,000 enrolled in the army of the 
Union, was but little exposed to the hazards and vicissitudes of war, 
and toa great extent preserved their organisation as labourers throughout 
the struggle.” We have not the least doubt that the picking power of 
the South is larzer than ever before, although perhaps not so well dis- 
tributed. The women and children did not fight; the percentage of 
Negro men killed was very small; and there is more white labour in the 
field than of old. The small returns left to planters by the present low 
scale of prices, after payiny the revenue-tax and other heavy expenses, 
are bitterly complained of, and forma more real grievance. A more 
economical system of cultivation must be adepted, and the tax reduced or 
aboli-hed.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

Txa.—The clearances from 1st to 21st inst. (the latest period of cus- 
toms returns) amount to 6,598,000 Ibs., or an increase of about 
2,000,000 lbs. This increase is owing toa rumour current in Mincing- 
lane that the Chancellor of the Exchcquer would increase the duty from 
6d. to 1s., in order to assist in covering the cost of the Abyssinian expedi- 
tion. This has checked purchases to some extent, and the teas bought by 
Mackellar and Co., and re-sold at Shanghai, have been on the market, 
and sold without reserve. Congous: There has been rather more inquiry for 
siftings, and prices, both of the Kaisow and Moning sorts may be called 3d. 
per lb. higher. Broken-leaf kinds remain firm. Fair to good common show no 
change. Some sales of fair flavory kinds, of old import, have been made from 
1s. to 1s. 1d. per lb. Those of this season remain very difficult of sale at the 
low range of prices established. Good to fine Kaisows have sold to a fair 
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extent, but in some instances at rather lower prices. Finest have met 
with only a moderate demand. Io Fak Lings there is no alteration to 
notice. Common to fair black-leaf kinds have been sold to some extent, 
bat prices have declined about jd. per lb. In good kinds there is no altera- 
tien. In new Monings there has been a fair business done in the fair to good 
qualities at the decline last quoted. Fine to finest have not commanded euch 
high rates with the exceptivn of any really saperior chops, which are taken 
for export. Fair to good Oolongs remain difficult of sale, but fine to finest are 
in fair demand. Further supplies of good to fine Souchbongs have come to 
hand, and sales have been made at rather lower prices for the good qualities. 
Scented Capers have been taken to some extent at a shade under previous 
prices for fair qualities ; fine have also suld rather lower. Cantun Scented 
Orange Pekoes, of fuir to good kind, still remain difficult to move; fine to 
finest have been better supported. Foochow kinds have been in demand, 
and prices show no alteration. In Uncoloured Japans there has not been 
much doing. Green Teas: In these business has been limited, but the 
samples, per Agamemnon, have been placed on the market, and have met 
with a steady demand from the trade at very full prices for all tbe finer 
kinds of Ping Suey. Canton Gunpowder show no alteration. The 
sales of China Tea on the 19th instant consisted of 9,263 packages, 
of which 8,084 packages were sold, the whole being without reserve. 
The following, on the duty question, is from the Produce Market Re- 
view: —Tea dealers, in common with those engaged in other trades, 
are fully alive to the fact that the Abyssinian expedition requires the 
indispensable assistance of money, the sinew of all wars; but, whether 
it will be obtained by retaxing tea with the 1s. duty, or bow it 
will be raise, is, of course, still uncertain, and the recent meeting of 
Parliament has not yet removed the uncertainty. The unusually large 
duty-payments that have been made this week could be attributed 
to no other cause than that there is a very general impression 
amongst the trade that the tea duty will be raised; and it is argued by 
many as teing ‘nore probable on account of its having been so recently 
reduced ; an argument which, in our opinion, ought to tell the other way. 
The greater portion of the purchases made by the grocers this week have 
not been for u-e, but for immediate duty-pay ment, in anticipation of a 
higher tax, but a larg: proportion of the trade have merely cleared the 
stock they had remaining in bond, and wait the result of the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer’s plan fur raising money, before purchasing further. An 
additional duty of Gd. per lb., calculating the delivarias for home consump- 
tion at Jas« year’s total of 1U0,U0U,U0U Ibs., would be equal to an addition 
of°£2,625,000 to the revenue for a year; but speculations or surmises re- 
garding the tea-duty are, in our opinion, not only premature, but useless. 

S1.k.—The change fur the better so long hoped for in the Silk market 
has at length tuken place, and witbin the Jast ten days we have had an 
extensive business, with an improvement in prices of 1s. and 1s. 6d. in 
some cases. In Chinas the demand bas been principally for Teatlees, 
the low quotations now ruling having brought some large Continental 
buyers into the market.
